A QUESTION FOR MR. COWHERD. 

It must be admitted that the discussion carried 
on for some months past by the various aspirants 
to the Democratic gubernatorial nomination has 
proceeded upon a low plane. 

Wallace has had the oné idea that men can be 
made righteous by law. Stapel has advanced the 
one idea that men are righteous enough without 
much law. Ball has been quite successful in dis- 
seminating the one idea that he needs the office 
and wants it. Cowherd has shown a more inti- 
mate knowledge of state affairs than any of his 
rivals and at times his speeches have been sub- 
stantial, but neither in his nor in their utter- 
ances do we find high appreciation of public serv- 
ice or a keen sense of the obligations of public 
office. 

If the direct primary system is to make can- 
didates timid and ambiguous—if it is to magnify 
the vote-seeking instinct rather than the vote-de- 
serving quality, it will not be the success that was 
hoped for. 

Wallace and Stapel have done their best with 
narrow excise and sumptuary issues, but life is 
more than beer or no beer, more than blue laws, 
more than wide-open Sundays. Ball has made 
it reasonably clear that he thinks he is entitled 
to the office as a reward for long party service, 
but what he thinks on this subject is not impor- 
tant. Nothing further is to be expected from 
these gentlemen. Something further might be ex- 
pected from William S. Cowherd. eg 

Mr. Cowherd has been Mayor of Kansas City 
and he has represented his district in Congress 
for several terms. In both spheres he acquitted 
himself with credit. He has a more intimate 
knowledge of public affairs, local and national, 
than any of his antagonists. More is expected 
of him, therefore, and there will be genuine 
disappointment if before the day of the primaries 
he does not discuss with greater candor than he 
has yet manifested the important state questions 
that affect St. Louts. 

There is no disposition here to embarrass any 
candidate, but there are thousands of voters who 
want to know exactly where Mr. Cowherd stands 
on what may be called the Folk reforms. Will 
he support them or will he stifle them? Is Harry 
B. Hawes to be Deputy Governor of St. Louis? 
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Both of the great parties being in agreement as 
to campaign fund publicity hereafter, how would 
it do for them to open the books for 1904, 1900 and 
1896? They would throw some light on present 
motives and promises.

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SENATOR PLATT AND THE HYPOCRITES. 

“Less hypocrisy and less ingratitude would go 
far toward making old age more bearable than it 
generally is,” said Senator Platt of New York on 
his seventy-fifth birthday. 

Poor old man! For some time past he has suf- 
fered more from brutal truth telling than from 
hypocrisy. If he does not see himself as others 
see him it is not because cynics and critics have 
not held up mirrors before him. 

But hypocrisy and ingratitude do not wait for 
old age to torment a man. They are the twin 
meannesses which beset all men, and men who 
succeed, or promise to succeed, or try to suc- 

, suffer most from them. Mr. Platt himself 
as been in politics for 30 years. When he was 
young and strong, did he not have to guard 
against hypocrisy and reckon with ingratitude? 
If he did not he has been a happy politician, for 
no other of the guild can look back upon a career 
free from these thorns. 

Politics of the “practical” sort is a game—‘‘can 
I bamboozle you or can you bamboozle me?’ 
“What can I get you to do for me without being 
compelled to do something for you in return? 
Unless it is my interest to make return, in which 
case I do not need compulsion.”

MONARCHS IN AFFLUENCE 





Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

BERLIN, July 14.—Considerable interest will be cre- 
ated by the forthcoming discussion in the Prussian 
Parliament, 6dr Landtag, of the Kaiser's request for 
an increase in salary. Wilhelm II, as German Em- 
peror, receives an annual grant of only $650,000 from 
the State. His salary as King of Prussia is more in 
keeping with his needs, the amount being $8,862,770. 
During the 20 years of his reign the German Emper- 
or has received many legacies from wealthy subjects. 
In this respect he is the luckiest of all monarchs, for 
he has benefited to the extent of nearly a million 
pounds in hard cash, and, in addition, severa] fine 
estates have been left to him. 

The Kaiser's mode of living is one of unparalleled 
magnificence. He is a connoiseur in the art of choos- 
ing apparel and in the art of wearing it to the best 
advantage, and his tailor’s bill runs into thousands 
of pounds. 

His Majesty possesses sufficient ¢astles, palaces 
and country houses to enable him to live in a differ- 
ent one each week of the year, if he should fee] to 
disposed. When he travels, nothing that may lend 
splendor and impressiveness to his progress is over- 
looked: and here many Germans see an Opportunity 
for their Kaiser to economize; they would prefer him 
to omit some of the pomp and ceremony which sur- 
round him when journeying in his own realm. 


Edward’s Salary Modest. 


One of the disadvantages under which the German 
Emperor labors is that he must provide for his fam- 
fly out of his own income. In England, each member 
of the royal family receives a yearly grant of $600,000 
or over, from the State, while King Edward himself 
gets $2,350,000. Of this sum barely one-fourth goes 
into His Majesty’s own purse, as he defrays the sal- 
aries and expenses in connection with the roya) house- 
hold, and also provides pensions for his superannu- 
ated servants.

No data 
of any kind are available regarding the amount of 
clear profit which the Czar receives, but he has at 
least $25,000,000 a year for his private use.

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CHORUS GIRLS ARE 
PLANNING STRIKE 


Berlin Managers Pay Little and Re- 
quire Young Women to- 
Dress Well. 








Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

BERLIN, July 14.—Berlin opera chorus singers’ 
yearnings for New York engagements have been fer- 
menting, and now a strike is threatened. Moreover, 
trouble is brewing throughout the Empire from tne 
same causeé—meager pay and exacting requirements. 
In Germany more than ww00 are employed on 23 
Stages, and every woman or man is boiling with in- 
dignation. They are all what are called schooleu 
voices; all have a knowledge of musical notation, eis 
they would not be admitted to the Chorus Association 
of the German Empire. 

The women are of three classes. First, the pretty 
“statists’”’ or showgirls, wuose duty it is to stand 
about in picturesque poges and not to sing. They are 
not selected for their voices, but for their fine fig. 
ures, long hair, shapely limbs and other charms. The} 
get on an average $17.80 a month. 

The second class is made up of pretty women who 
can sing after a fashion. They are in considerable 
demand and are paid on an average $%. Then 
there are-the plain-lookigg women who really can 
sing. They are in demand, but as their faces and 
figures compel them to take a place in the back row 
their pay -is only $17.50. 

With the male detachment good looks are not so im- 
portant, but a good leg is worth $2.60a month gxtra. 
There are cases in Berlin where a chorus giri is 
paid only $8.70. or $10 a month, and as Ler days are 
largely taken up with rehearsals she has no. time 
for any other employment. 

Another grievance is that most of them are obliged 
to dress well off as well as on the stage, and as their 
expenditure on dress cannot be defrayed from thei 
stage earnings too many of them adopt methods uf 
supplementing their pay which the stern moralist 
could not approve, and which have given rise to 
many scandals.

Whatever the explanation, it is dem- 
onstrated that in St. Louis, consumption 
ie both less widespread and less dead- 
ly. Officials of the Health Department 
attribute this to its efforts for better 
sanitation. 

Popular education as to what causes 
and preCludes consumption is the secret 
of a greater victory, say the health of- 
ficials. 

Disease Ig Not Hereditary, 

First in the important knowledge 
which the Health Department would 
disseminate is the fact that consumption 
is not hereditary at all. *

yITH the certainty that our next President’s name is to be William, 
comes, also, the certainty that 2 young woman of some 18 summers 
will make her debut into the official society of the capital next year. 

She will be ceremoniously received by the representatives of every for- 
eign nation, with all the evidence of homage and splendor that each diplomat 
is capable of displaying. 

She will take her place not only as the most conspicuous representative of 
American young womanhood, but she will be expected to maintain and grace 
a certain official position as a daughter of the President, particularly by the 
Easterners, who are never able to consider her other than a princess. 

She will make her bow and be mistress of her position—of that you may 
be sure—whenever under these conditions was an American girl ever known 
to fail? 

She is now 17 years of age. She has been carefully kept out of the public 
eye. She is, of course, attractive and she if quite a serious girl for her age. 

These things I happen to. know. 

There is one material uncertainty, however. 

The first name of the next President is a safe wager—but the name of the 
debutante of the next administration is a matter of debate. 

It will be Helen or Grace. But which? That is the question. 

It is early to predict the'coming social reign of either of these young wom- 
en—they are both very young—and developments in their enaracters and ca- 
reers are likely to be even more unexpected and startling than the events of 
Alice Roosevelt’s recent belledom, for the debut of either of the present as- 
pirants would occur under more auspicious circumstances than did that of the 
former claimant.of the title. Each has her own devoted mother as chaperen. 
No one could but praise the part as played by Mrs. Roosevelt. At the same 
time it was but a role assumed as a fond duty toward her stepdaughter, 
whereas the office will come as a natural function to either Mrs. Taft or Mrs. 
Bryan. 


Pace Set by Alice Roosevelt 
As “Daughter of the White House” 


PALL of the tragedy of President McKinley’s death hung over the White 

House the year of Alice Roosevelt’s coming out. There was only her 

modest bow to society at the assembly ball in New York which she 
would have had, had her father not been President. 

Her first official appearance was at the New Year reception, the year 
the reins of government fell into her father's hands, and that was a formal, 
impersonal occasion. Her first real introduction to 80,000,000 Americans did 
not take place until she christened the Kaiser's yacht and was wined and 
dined by Prince Henry of Prussia. A certain wistfulness is observable in 
her pictures of that time. People who are superstitious, and others who are 
not, trace its origin to the grim circumstances which surrounded her birth, 
when her mother’s life went out amd the death of her father’s mother oc- 
curred the same night, in the same house. 

Not until after she had been accepted as grown up did her inborn. high 
spirits, love of a good time and her own sweet wil) assert themselves. 

True, they succeeded in rising above every situation until'no girl in all 
America ever received one tithe the attention or one-hundredth part of the 
publicity which fell to Alice Roosevelt. She acquired a fame second only to 
her father’s, When he has seer as doing big things in world _— 
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equal applause has attended his daughter, when she went motoring alone 
or was feted in New Orleans or Pekin. 

Think of the fashions she has set! Of the precedent for strenuosity she 
has established, and of her record for diplomacy, for it is yet to be chron- 
icled that Mrs. Longworth in her varied and sometimes hazardous expe- 
riences ever got into a corner gg which she could not gracefully extricate 
herself. 

Her sister, Ethel, has ssainaltp become acquainted with official, diplomatic 
and other society, and she will] scarcely be a novelty to the American people 
wno have watched her grow up.™ It is the girl who will suddenly burst inte 
bloom with the next administration as the daughter of the republic—the heiress 
apparent to the “Princess Alice’s” title, that we are absorbingly curious about. 


Allurements of Washington Life 
for the Girl Who Just “Comes Out” 


ERTAIN it is that every advantage socially will be offered to Miss Bryan 
or Miss Taft. Certain it is that either will make the most of her op- 
portunity. At the same time, just as it is a far ery between Democracy 
and Republicanism, so is there likely to be wide difference of opiniov 

between the two as to what constitutes the best opportunity and the manner 
in which it should be taken advantage of. 

What may be considered as the pinnacle of desire to one young woman 
may be considered as not in the least worth while by the other. Destined to 
be the leader of the inner circle at Washington, which consists of diplomats and 
ambassadors and their feminine contingents, who represent the experience of all 
the other capitals of civilization, it is important to try to conjecture into what 
path the American girl will lead them.

She has received material distinction at all 
the schools she has attended, showing that she has inherited the studious bril- 
liancy which made her father and other members of the Taft family honor men 
at Yale. She speaks two or three languages fluently and during her extensive 
travels delighted in nothing as much as historical research, making records and 
bringing back with her souvenirs ‘of them.

June Figures Show Only 31,- 
947 Aliens Arrived, Against 
154,731 Last Year.

WASHINGTON. July 25.—Antonio Bo- 


gustaw, Hjalmar, Diego, Heinrich, 
Svens and Petropoulus, prospective 
American citizens, but still living in 
the homes of their ancestors, do not 
now regard America as the land of 


promise. 


The financial flurry of last September 
and October sent thousands of their cou- 
sins back to the old home. 

The effect of the stories of hardship 
suffered by the returning ones on ac- 
count of the disappearance of jobs dur- 
ing the time when money was hard to 
get, is shown in the falling off in the 
number of new immigrants. 

Puring the last month of the fiscal 
year ending on June 30, the decrease, 
as compared with the corresponding 
month of 1907, amounted to 79 per cent. 
In June of 1907 the arrivals numbered 
154,731, Last month the number was only 
31,947. 

ore Leave Than Arrive. 

While. these figures are striking, they 
are not quite so jarring as those which 
show that during April, the last month 
for which figures have been compiled, 
10,501 more aliens passed out of the 
country than came in. The influx of 
aliens during these 3 days numbered 
65,236, while the outgoing numbered 67,- 
721, 

Those figures include immigrant and 
nonimmigrant aliens. Taking only those 
aliens who came here intending to re- 
main and become American citizens, the 
net loss amounted to only about 2600. 
The loss in population by reason of 
departures did not last throughout the 
year. During the ten months ending 
on April 30 the population increased by 
reason of the alien movement 242,261. 
From that number should -be deducted 
the naturalized Americans who re- 
turned to the countries whence they 
came. 

The immigration officials know that 
the number is considerable, but they 
cannot get accurate statistics for de- 
parting Americans are seldom in a posi- 
tion to say when they sail whether 
they are coming back or not. °* 

Big Loss for Year. 

The total immigration during the fiscal 
year amounted to 782,876. During the 
fiscal ‘year 1906 the arrivals footed up 
1,100,735. 

The comparatively large total for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1908, is due 
almost entirely to the arrivals during 
the first half of the year, when 690,- 
247 passed through the immigrant sta- 
tions. The movement of aliens during 
that period was begun before Europe 
realized the stringency that had fallen 
upon American industry. 

The chief falling off was among the 
Italians. 

Had all the alieks remained near the 
places of their last employment, the 
competition for the employment would 
have been so that a downward break 
in wages would inevitably have re- 
sulted.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 25.—Irish po- 
tatoes bid fair to be the money-produc- 
ing crop which will take the place of 


tobacco in the Bluegrass region. It is 
estimated that 60,000 acres of the rich 
soil have been planted in potatoes this 
year, as compared with 15,000 acres in 
the preceding year. Until last season 
potatoes had been considered only a gar- 
den crop in this section, being limited 
generally to the needs of the family of 
the producer. 

When

many farmers tried 


successful was the result, that a much 
larger crop was produced this year. 


A great advantage in raising potatoes 
is that two crops can be grown in one 
season, while all of the other staple 
products of the farm only produce one 
crop each year. The output of the crop 
of potatoes varies from 2% to 100 bushels 
per acre, and readily sell from 65 cents 
to 70 cents a bushel. 
First Crop Gathered. 

The first of the two crops of the sea- 
son has now been grown, and large 
quantities of the new potatoes are be- 
ing brought to this city, where they are 
largely bought by the wholesale dealers 
and shipped to other parts of the coun- 
try, Louisville, Philadelphia, Chicago 
and New Orleans being large potato 
markets. The first crop having now 
been harvested, the second crop is be- 
ing planted, and this will not he ready 
to market until about the first frost of 
the fall. The second crop is generally 
not so large as the first, although 
many farmers do not plant their pota- 
toes early enough to have more than 
one crop. 

The season this year has not been 
favorable to the growth of potatoes in 
this section, though a fair crop of early 
potatoes has been harvested. As the 
potato requires far less labor and at- 
tention than tobacco, the net profit per 
acre is generally fully equal to that 
from a tobacco crop and, it is believed, 
that having discovered this fact, the 
farmers of the Bluegrass region will 
next year devote much of their land 
to raising potatoes, and be indffferent

Special “Correspondence From Paris 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

PARIS, July 14—Three hundred 
Prench priests, who lost their stipends 
when the Parliament severed the church 
from the State, have adopted manual! 
labor as a livelihood. 

They founded, under the direction of 
the Abbe Ballu, the Association of 
Working Priests, and the remarkable 
fruits of their labor are now being ex- 
hibited in the Chateau de Candes, near 
Saumur. 

The priests have engaged in the fol- 
lowing occupations: Wheat farming, 
strawberry growing, wine making, rab- 
bit and poultry breeding, beekeeping, 
pastry making, tapestry weaving, knit- 
ting, bookbinding, printing, photog- 
raphy, picture framing, painting and 
sculpture. 

Among the exhibits are a new kind 
of fowl incubator, an elixir, stockings, 
pate de foie gras, jam, wine and brandy. 
The exhibition is a strange jumble, but 
is a atriking testimony to the industry 
and ingenuity of the priesthood. 

It is interesting to recal) that when 
the revolution of 1789 obliged the priests 
to turn their wits to account, Mgr. 
de Vintimille gave lessons in dancing 
and deportment; Mgr. de Clairmont- 
Tonnerre, who was connected with the 
royal houses of Austria and of France, 
gave lessons in elocution; the. Arch- 
bishop of Paris opened business as com- 
mission agent at the central vegetable 
market; Mgr. de Noyon painted minia- 
tures, the Abbe d’Epinay painted fans, 
and the Abbe de Maussac established 
himself as a lodging house keeper.

OF CIVIL WAR 


. Fifty Years Since Peace Came 


to the North and 
South. 


CINCINNATI, July 2%.—A movement 
to celebrate the fiftieth anniversary of 
the declaration of peace between the 
North and the South by holding a great 
Southern Exposition in Cincinnati and 
dedicating a Southern peace monument 
has been launched By the Cincinnati 
Chamber of Commerce, and, judging by 
the unanimous and instanc favor with 
which it was received by the hundreds 
of members, the future looks bright for 
the realization of the project. 

Treasurer Frank H. Wiborge of the 
®Gunshine Club outlined the plan in a 
speech this week. He said: 

“Cincinnati has long sought to encour- 
age reciprocal relations, both social and 
commercinl, with the South. The rea- 
sons for this you all know and it is not 
mecessary to take up your time repeating 
them. But one pre-eminent thing we did 
do, which stands out conspicuously 
@bove everything elee—we built a rail- 
road over 30 years ago with these very 
objects in view. That was an earnest of 
our intentions, unmistakably. 

*““‘Now, to again accentuate these pur- 
poses, it is proposed that we men of 
Cincinnati undertake to celebrate, or 
commemorate, in a fitting manner, the 
fiftieth anniversary, or semicentennial, 
ef the declaration of peace after the 
Civil War had closed, which occurred in 
May, 18665. 

Tentative Plan Outlined, 

“To submit to the American people in 
general and to the citizens of Cincinnati 
in particular, that a celebration—includ- 
ing an exposition of the resources of the 
New South—be held in Cincinnati in 1915, 
in commemoration of that peace, which, 
happily, restored national unity, national 
amity and national good will. 

“As to character, scop' and plans, 
these are matters for future considera: 
tion. It might take the form of an ex- 

ibit of walerways, devices and methods, 
in connection with an exhibit of the 
mouucts of the New South. 

“lt is also susrested that there be 
erceted a mcnuinent, commemorative cf 
peace, the money to be raised by popu- 
lar subscription, to be placed in a new 
public square or park, to be given some 
uppropriate name. 

Iiall of Fame Suggested. 

“Perhaps the idea of a pantheon or 
hall of fame or a coliseum suitable for 
convention. gathertugs might be substi- 
tuted instead. As we are a commer-la! 
people We might erect an indus!riaé bu- 
reau for oS-....ern products, such as 
Philadelphia now has in successful op- 
eration. At any rate, we would do 
something creditable. 

“The unveiling of this monument 
would take place at the opening of the 
celebration during the month of May, 


1915—the fiftieth anniversary of the 
restoration of peace. 

“Uniike expositions of the past, each 
State representing the New South 
would have its own building, in which 
ite resources, thin’ of l.uman interest 
and particular forms of amusement and 

‘ entertainment would »bé found. No 
State would be restricted as to the 
magnitude of its exhibit.’’

Remarkable Phenomena _ in 


Great Britain Causes Fear 
London Is Burning. 


SCIENTISTS PUZZLED 





People Read All Night in Edin- 
burgh and Many Photo- 
graphs Are Taken. 





Special Correspondence From London 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 


LONDON, July 16-—Night is being 
turned into day throughout Great Bri- 
tain by a marvelous “midnight sun.”’ 
Tennis games are being played by sun- 
light as late as 12 o’clock. Reading is 
possible all night long, and the sleep- 
ing hours have been lighter than or- 
dinary days during the London fog 
season. 

The phenomena, \. hich has puzzled the 
scientists, is considered the most re- 
markable of recent years. On the 
first night of its occurrence people 
throughout the island became alarmed, 
fearing that London was in flames, 
and even in the metropolis the Fire 
Brigade was frequently asked over 
the telephone whether or not any part 
of the city was on fire. 

This mistake was’ due to the pink 
tinge that illuminated the clouds after 
the sky had first become ‘light blue 
as when day is breaking. 

Sun Hot at 3 O'Clock. 

The “midnight sun’ has been remark- 
ably pronounced in the Liverpool dis- 
trict, and the results have been of the 
most picturesque nature. 

On the Cheshire side of the river, Sea- 
combe, Wallasey and New “Brighton, 
which go by the combined name of the 
Bedroom of Liverpool, there were 
scenes of an unprecedented character. 
Hundreds of well to do peopie having 
residences overlooking the river held 
garden parties until about three, when 
the sun became hot and rest was taken 
before business. 

at New Brighton there are two miles 
of gorse-covered hillocks, and hundreds 
of young business men remained out 
on these all night. <As early as 4 
o’clock in the morning the numerous 
avenues leading to the Wallasey Beach 
were thronged with animated crowds 
going to and from ine shore. 

In the soft light after midnight there 
were numerous bathers at the Harrison 
Drive bathing grounds, while the pro- 
prietor of the troops of donkeys who 
ply during the daytime and sleep on 
the beach at night were catering for 


the “‘wee sma” hours. 
Business Is Demoralizsed. 

The results generally have been de- 
moralizing to’ business, as most men, 
having spent the night in the cool 
light, were not quite up to form in 
the heat of midday, which has. reached 
the record figure of 1% degrees. 

In Scotland there was practically no 
darkness for three nights. In Edin- 
burgh it has been possible*to read at 
micnight, and many protographs have 
been taken. 

A bowling match was played in Edin- 
burgh, finishing at 11:45 p.-m., and the 
light was quite good. From the Calton 
Hill, Edinburgh, it was possible to see 
the North Berwick Law, 25 miles away. 

The extraordinary occurrence of night 
trains running over the Grampian Hills 
without lights took place for the first 
time on record. 

Scientists Are Puzsiled. 

Scientists, as usual, differ as to the 
explanation of the phenomenon, for 
while some fall in with the common 
view that the ‘‘northern.lights”’ are the 
Aurora Borealis, generally associated 
with the “Land of the Midnight Sun,”’ 
Others give varying accounts. - 

“I thought it was the result of the 
Daylight Bill,”” said Prof. Milne, the 
earthquake observer, of Shide, Isie of 
Wight. “I don’t think it was the 
Aurora Borealis; I think it was a re- 
flection, due to the condition of the at- 
mosphere.’’ 

Three possible explanations had been 
forthcoming concerning the unusual 
prevalence of light at night. 

“The first put it down to a display of 
the Aurora Borealis. This supposition 
is discounted by the absence of the 
usual streamers. The lights appeared 
to be reflected rather than primary, 
and they remained on the northern hor- 
izon instead of spreading towards the 
zenith. The aurora is scarcely seen any- 
where at midsummer. ' 

“The second suggestion is that the 
light from the sun, not very ‘ow be- 
neath the horizon, has been reflected 
by cirrus clouds floating at a great 
altitude, 

Dust May Be Cause. 

“The third supposition is that the re- 
cent dry weather has caused the upper 
atmosphere to become filled with fine 
dust traveling from Mid-Europe. This 
dust deflects the sun’s light at an angle, 
and the brilliant colorings result.” 

The Edinburgh astronomer suggests 
that the explanation is to be found in 
the abnormal heat and the exceptional 
amount of moisture consequently sus- 
pended in the atmosphere. This would 
cause abnormal refraction of light and 
would apparently lift the sun nearer 
the horizon, below which the sun must 
be 18 de_rees in order to give total dark- 
ness,

On account of the prominence of Mr.

‘Specifically, Mr. Gompers and Mr. 
Mitchell are charged with violation and 
@vAsion of the injunction, which is very 
sweeping in its provisions Mr. Van 
Cleave charges that they have, in vari- 
Oce’ Ways, attempted to nullify the in- 
junction, and that in effect the boy- 
ectt is being maintained, although ex- 
pressiy forbidden by the order of the 
court. | 

Order Made Permanent. 

Justice Gould of the Supreme Court 
®? the District of Columbia, issted a 

temporary restraining order against 
Gompers, Mitchell, Morrison and other 
labor leaders Dec. 18, 1907. After a hear- 
ing on the merits of the case the tem- 
porary order was made permanent 
March 23, 1908, by Chief Justice Harry 

M. Claybough. 

The decision of the court in the con- 
tempt case may have wide political sig- 
nificance, coming as it will in the midst 
of the presidential campaign.

They were also enjoined from “threat- 
ening or intimidating any person or per- 
sons whomsoever from buying, selling or 
otherwsise dealing in the complainant’s 
product, either directly or through or- 
ders, directions or suggestions to com- 
mittees, association, officers, agents or 
others, for the performance of any 
such acts or threats as herein above 
specified, and from in any manner what- 
scever impeding, obstructing, interfering 
with or restraining the complainant's 
business, :trade or commerce whether in 
the State of Missouri, or other states 
and territories of the United States, 
or elsewhere wheresoever, and from so- 
liciting, directing, aidins, assisting or 
abetting any person or persons, com- 
pany or corporation to do or cause to 
be done any of the acts or things afore- 
said.’’ 

Charges of Violation. 

Mr. Van Cleave sets forth in his peti- 
tion, on file in the court at Washing- 
ton, that the injunction has been vio- 
lated by Gompers, in this way: 

That he hastened the publication of 
the January issue of the American Fed- 
erationist, following the temporary in- 
junction, in order that it might be sent 
out befort the injunction went technical- 
ly into effect, and that in that issue 
Gompers continued the Buck Stove and 
Range Company in the “We Don't Pa- 
tronize”’’ list, and also advertised for 
sale bound copies of the 1907 volumes 
in which the company’s products were 
lieted as “‘Unfair.’’ 

It ig further charged that Gompers 
and his associates have continued the 
sale of back numbers of the Federation- 
ist for the purpose of nullifying the in- 
junction, and in specific violation of its 
provisions. 

Editorials, of which the following is 
one, appearing in the Federationist, are 
complained of: “It should be borne in 
mind that there is no law, aye, not even 
a court decision, compelling union men 
or their friends of labor to buy a 
Buck's stove or range.”’ This editorial, 
it is charged, appeared in the March, 
April and May numbers of the Federa- 
tionist, after the permanent injunction 
went into effect. 

There is also complaint that the Fed- 
erationist published the order of the 
court with a preface statement to the 
effect that it applied only to the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. Another charge is 
that Gompers, in an address to work- 
ingmen in New York, April 19, said: 
“You know that myself and several 
others are enjoined from telling you, 
and we are not prepared to tell you, 
that the Buck Stove and Range Com- 
pany is unfair.” 

John Mitchell is charged with violat- 
ing the injunction at the convention of 
the United Mine Workers at Indianapo- 
lis, Jan. 2%, over which he presided, and 
at which a resolution was adopted pro- 
viding a fine of $5 for any member using

Other labor newspapers, it is alleged,

Journai and printed similarly arranged 
display type statements regarding the 
injunction, all of which, in the theory of 
the complainant, is in direct violation 
of the order of court. 

The trouble that led up to this fa- 
mous case originated in Mr. Van 
Cleave’s stove foun@ry at 3500 North 
Second street, Aug. 26, 1906, when the 
metal polishers went on a strike, as the 
result of a dispute as to whether they 
should work nine or 10 hours a day. 
The polishers wanted to work nine 
hours a day, and the company wanted 
them to work 19 hourg a day. 

Mr. Van Cleave’s company was, and 
is, a member of the Stove Founders’ 
National Defense Association, which 
had an agreement with the union men 
werking in all the factories that be- 
longed to the association. The Stove 
Founders’ Association and the labor or- 
ganization could not agree as to what 
should be done in Mr. Van Cleave’s fac- 
tory. The Stove Founders’ Association 
agreed to stand by Mr. Van Cleave in 
running an open shop, and the labor or- 
ganizations backed up the strikers. 


Lecal Labor Action. 


This led to a boycott by the local 
labor organization affected—the Metal 
Polishers, Buffers, Platers, Brass 
Molders, and Brass and Silver Work- 
ers’ International Union of North 
America. 

The boycott was approved by the 
Central Trades and Labor Union of St. 
Louis and the Metal Trades Council, 
and in May, 1907, by the Executive 
Committee of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. 

It appears from the court record in 
the case that officers of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor sent out no- 
tices that the Buck Stove and Range 
Co. hed been declared “Unfair,” that 
the notice was published in the Amer- 
ican Federationist, and that subse- 
quently the name of the company was 
carried in the “We Don’t Patronize” 
list of the posmenee.

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CANADA 
RECORD TERM 
OR PARLIAMENT 


Longest Session Increases the 
Government Appropriations 
by $20,000,000. 








OTTAWA, Ont., July %2%.—The last 
session of the Tenth Parliament of Can- 
ada has finally come to an end. A gen- 
eral election is expected to follow in 
October next’ and the election cam- 
paign will probably begin in a few 
weeks with the issues _resting largely 
on the administrative record of the Lau- 
rier Government. 

The session just closed lasted nearly 
eight months, beating all previous rec- 
ords by about two weeks. The legisla- 
tive program has been an exceptionally 
heavy one, the bills passed including 
provisions for the extension of the pro- 
vincial boundary of Manitoba, Ontario 
and Quebec to Hudson Bay; empowering 
the Government to enter into negotia- 
tions with the governments of Austra- 
lia and New Zealand, looking to the con- 
summation of the all red route scheme 
of a fast imperial steamship service on 
the Atlantic and Pacific, landing Great 
Britain with her overseas possessions; 
and a bill opening up forty million acres 
of land in Alberta and Saskatchewan 
to homesteaders, who shall be allowed 
to pre-empt an additional 160 acres at 
$3 per acre. 

The supply bill put through for the 
eurrent fiscal year provides for a total 
expenditure of $140,000,000, an increase 
of $20,000,000 over last year. In addi- 
tion, railway subsidies totaling $20,000,- 
000 more were voted for four thousand 
miles of new railway lines to be con- 
structed durivg the next two or three 
years. 
Wool Tariff Declined, ' 

The administration’s attitude on the 
tariff question was set forth in Sir Wil- 
fred Laurier’s reply to the imperative 
demand of the Canadian Manufacturers’ 
Association for more adequate protec- 
tion to the woolen industry, which it 
was represented was in extremis as the 
result of ruinous foreign competition. 
Sir Wilfred’s reply was as follows: 

“The Government regrets that with 
present information they are unable to 
agree to proposals respecting increased 
duties on woolen goods. In a country 
with the climate of Canada the cost of 
woolen clothing becomes a question of 
very great importance. A proposal to 
increase the taxes on what might be 
called a necessity of life naturally 
arouses much opposition among the con- 
sumers and their representatives. 


Wot Panic Cure in U. &, 
‘The Government have on more than 


one occasion given evidence of their ap- 
preciation of the importance of the 
woolen industry, aud their desire to give 
reasonable encouragement to it. They 


J hope that to some extent the difficulties 


which the manufacturers are meeting 
are due not to tariff conditions, but to 
a depression in trade which they believe 
is but temporary. This view is sup- 
ported by the fact that in the neighbor- 
ing Republic, where a very high wool 
tariff is in operation, there has been 
trade depression. 

‘‘The Government, with due regard to 
the people of all sections of the coun- 
try, feel that this is not the moment 
at which they should adopt a policy of 
increased taxation, especially on arti- 
cles of a necessity character. The com- 
plaints that have been made by the 
woolen trade as to the evasion of the 
custom laws are being carefully looked 
into, and, if it be ascertained that they 
be well founded, the proper remedy will 
be applied. The question of tariff re- 
vision, as respects the woolen tndustries 
cannot possibly be dealt with in the few 
hours of the session that remain. We 
can assure the manufacturers that we 
are fully appreciative of the industry, 
and that if we cannot at this stage meet 
‘their wishes, it is because we are obliged 
to consider the wishes of all classes 
throughout the country.”

Ramon Corral, Now 
Vice-President, Is the 
Taft of Mexico. 


Special Correspondence of the Post- 
Dispat 


MEXICO CITY, Mexico, July 2,—It is 
now practically settled that Ramon Cor- 
ral, Vice-President of Mexico, is to be 
the next Chief Executive in this country 
if President Diaz can bring that result 
about. Corral was put forward as the 
active military head of the nation in the 
beginning of the revolutionary uprising 
on the northern frontier, and he is still 
directing the movement of the troops in 
that quarter. The War, Department is 
now a nonentity so far as directing the 
military affairs in times like the present 
trouble is concerned. 

Mr. Corral, who, in addition to being 
Vice-President, is Minister of Interior, 
was chosen by President Diaz to direct 
the present active military campaign 
upon the border in face of the fact that 
in times past when similar uprisings oc- 
curred the War Department directed 
the movement of the treops. It is ex- 
plained in the present case that the 
trouble makers upon the frontier are 
bandits, and that they come within the 
province of the Department of Interior 
and not the War Department. For this 
reason the duty of suppressing the un- 
lawful bands devolves upon Mr. Corral, 
instead of the Secretary of War. 

Is the Choice ef Diaz. 

It is asserted by men in high official 
circles who are not in sympathy with 
the Corral presidential movement that 
President Diaz has: put him forward in 
order to enhance his chances for the 
presidency. It is an open secret that the 
military branch of the Government fa- 
vors almost to a man the candidacy of 
Gen. Bernardo Reyes for President to 
succeed Diaz. Gen. Reyes is a military 
man in the fullest sense of the word. 
Mr. Corral came up from eivil life. He 
Saw only one year’s service in the army, 
and that was 1875, when he fought in 
the army that made Diaz President. It 
ig said that President Diag, in order to 
place Mr. Corral in touch with the mili- 
tary branch of the Government and in- 


jcrease his popularity with the officers 


and men of the army, put him in charge 
of the campaign egainst the malcontents 
in Northern Mexico. 


Corral has been the special protege of 
President Diaz for many years. It was 
Diaz’s influence that opened the way 
to Mr. Corral to the several public po- 
sitions that he has held. He was born 
in 1854 in the State of Sonora. He was 
given a good education, and at the age 
of 2 years he began the publication of 
& newspaper in his native town and ac- 
quired a wide reputation as a writer.

Actuaries deciare that the present rate 
for the latter classification is tod low 
and that should the showing for next 
year repeat that of the year past it 
will be nessary to increase the pre- 
mium. 

Some Queer Claims. 

Mr. Hearn, the manager of the Em- 
ployers’ Insurance Department of the 
Ocean Accident Corporation, declares 
that the number of domestic claims has 
surprised every one. 

“Accidents, even in the best-regulated 
homes, seem to be of daily occurrence,’’ 
gaid Mr. Hearn. ‘More than 8000 acci- 
dents have been reported to us in the 
year. Eighteen of the cases have been 
fatal, and two of them occurred only 
last week. 

“We have had many curious claims. 
Among them have been: 

“A housemaid who caught a cold in 
her eyes by sleeping with the window 
open. , 

“A cook was was kicked by a boy 
7 yeers old, 

“A domestic servant who scratched 
and bitten by a cat while trying to 
prevent it being worried by a dog. 

“A servant who fell into a pond and 
contracted pneumonia. 

“A girl who swallowed a fish bone 
eating her br wkfast. 

“4 cook who got a bit of coal in her 
throat while in the cellar breaking up 
‘the coal. 

“A teacher who caught a contagious 
disease from a scholar. 

“A servant scratched while catching 
rats, . 
~.“‘Underkeepers shot by poachers. 

Soap Causes Trouble, 

“We get dozens of cases of servants 
slipping on soap left on the stairs or 
getting badly burned after lighting fires 
too quickly with kerosene.”’ 

“The number of accidents to which 
servants are liable has opened the 
eyes of householders since the act 
came into force. The unlikeliest things 
have happened, and many who were not 
insured in time have deeply regretted it. 

“We had certain figures to go on in 
estimating the lowest premium, but most 
insurance experts are now agreed that 
the rate of 62 cents per head is in- 
adequate.” 

The Provident Clerks’ Guarantee and 
Accident Co., Limited, of Moorgate 
street, which does a large business in 
domestic risks, has-also found how 
numerous are tue claims. 

“Servants who have quarrelled with 
their mistresses, or who have received 
notice, sometimes bring vexatious 
CGlaims,"’ said the manager of the acci- 
Gent department. “A servants will take 
her revenge by making the most of 
some real or fancied injury, and unless

surance company she has great trou- 
bie.

HOOSIER VILLAGERS LIKE 
THE TRAVELING LIBRARY 





INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 2.—The 
work of the Indiana Public Library 
Commission is growing rapidly, accord- 


ing to a report in the July number of 
the Library Occurrent, published by the 
Library Commission. The report fol- 
lows: 

“During the month of May 14 asso- 
ciations throughout Indiana were using 
traveling libraries. ‘Thirty-seven were 
in rural communities, 26 in small towns 
and six of the number in country Sun- 
day schools. 

“The commission supplies books in 13 
towns with populations ranging from 100 
to 183. Ten communities have a popula- 
tion of from thirteen to ninety-five. 
Twelve towns range in population from 
200 to 286, and eight towns from 
300 to 398. 

“Fifty-one women’s clubs have used 
the traveling libraries. Six of the clubs 
engaged their libraries for the fall, three 
months ago, and one enterprising club, 
in a town of 900, wrote in March en- 
gaging an art dibrary for September, 
which they desire to keep six months, 
and ask for a nature study ljbrary to 
be sent to them in March, 1909. 

“The commission has obtained inter- 
esting photographs of several of the as- 
sociations using traveling libraries. A 
fine picture was procured of a crowd of 
workingmen in one of the factories in 
Marion County. The view shows the 
men during the noon hour,

tables and lounging about reading. An- 
other picture is of a crowd of rural let- 
ter carriers who formed a traveling li- 
brary association and have one of the 
libraries in a centrally located place. 
They meet together once a month and 
discuss the books read. 

“Tne Paoli Study Club, numbering 
eight or ten women, using the nature 
study libraries, sent a most attractive 
picture taken in the woods during one 
of their club meetings. Another inter- 
esting. photograph was sent from Re- 
serve, Ind., a locality of less than 100. 
The picture shows the interior of a gen- 
eral store, the books set on shelves sur- 
rounded by dishes, glassware, dress 
goods and shoes. 

“One hundred and five libraries are in 
use at the present time. As fast as the 
general collections come in at this sea- 
son of the year the books are carefully 
looked over. Those in need of rebinding 
and mending are sent to the bindery, 
and all of them are thoroughly fumi- 
gated. Two thousand and forty books 
were fumigated during May. Others are 
being taken care of as they come in.”

FRIEND SEES TRAGEDY 


Fellow Employe, Weakened

Despite the heroic efforts of two fel- 
low employes to rescue him, Frederick

All 
three are employes of the N. O. Nel- 
son Manufacturing Co. 

Third Trip on River. 

Wagner and Monaghan started out 
from Arnold's boathouse, near Valley 
Park early yesterday aftei’oon. It was 
Wagner's third trip on the river, and 
his first effort at paddling a canoe. He 
could not swim. Monaghan can swim 
only a little. 

When the canoe neared Fern Glen 
landing, Wagner suggested that they go 
ashore and get some soda; 

He turned the boat too sharply, and 
the current, which is. swift at that 
point, capsized the boat, throwing both 
Wagner and Monaghan into the water. 

Monaghan grasped Wagner by the 
shirt, but the man, unable to swim, 
fought: him.in his frenzy of terror, and 
Monaghan himself was almost drowned. 
Wagner sank, and Monaghan was forced 
to make his way to shore.

just recovering from an operation for 
appendicitis, and is weak.

The parents of Louis Goldsworth, aged 
7, of 1529 Pine street, fear that rabies 
will develop from a monkey bite which 
the child received while he was watch- 
ing a free outside performance in front 
of a nickelodeon at 1615 Market street. 

The boy was delirious all night after 
he was bitten, although the wound was 
cauterized by a dispensary physician. 


He was somewhat improved yesterday, 
but his mother said she feared that 
rabies might develop within the nine- 
days limit. 

The monkey, which has been long in 
captivity, was standing on the back of 
a chair and furnishing amusement for 
the crowd of children three feet away. 

Monkey Leaps at the Boy. 

Suddenly he leaped from the chair to- 
ward the group of children. He caught 
the Goldsworth boy around the neck 
with his feet, and sank his teeth deep 
into the little chap’s forehead. : 

Attendants captured the monkey and 
pulled him away, but not until after 
painfw’ injuries had been inflicted. The 
boy's neck and forehead were scratched. 
He was taken to the City Dispensary, 
where Dr. Mierdick dressed the wound. 
The physician says that rabies may de- 
velop from a monkey bite the same as 
from the bite of a mad dog. 


Had Been a Good “Monk.” 

The owners of the monkey say that he 
has never before acted in such a man- 
ner toward children. He has been do- 
cile since the incidefit Occurred. 

“It ig too early yet,” said the dis- 
pensary. physician, ‘‘to tell what is go- 
ing to happen. If the rabies. develop 
it will bé some time within the next 
nine days. After that time, if he es- 
capes, there will be little or no —_ 
ger.”’

LONDON, July 26—Though many Eng-» 
lish sportsmen are criticising the con- 
duct of American athletes in the fourth 
revival of the Olympiad, just concluded 
here, the London press this morning 
graceiously admits the superiority of 
the United States’ representatives in the 
games. 

The Observer says: “We did not 
shine in the traditional forms of athlet- 
ics. The American exhibition of 
strength and skill were magnificent. In 
whatever way we count the wins, they 
undoubtedly carried off the greater 
honors.”’ 

The Sunday Times says: ““The main 
lesson of the games is that other na- 
tions with the enthusiasm of youth 
are pressing vigorously to wrest from 
us the laurels for the new world.

It is very 
evident that in all races where judg- 
ment was néceasary the Americans had 
a course of action definitely planned.

Endorsed on 
the back of the petition for divorce was 
the following statement: 

“I hereby acknowledge service of a 
copy of the writ and petition in the 
within entitled cause and hereby waive 
service of the same by an officer; here- 
by waive ail questions of the jurisdic- 
tion of the. Circuit Court of Phelps 
County, Mo., and hereby enter my ap- 
pearance to the September term, 1907, 
of said Court.

Unless -Traunmilier had waived the 
question of jurisdiction, Judge Wood- 
side wild have had no jurisdiction of 
the case as Traunmiller had not 
established a residence in Phelps county, 
it is alleged.

They simply dropped out of sight upann, 


the very days-their sister says they 
were killed and no one who ever knew 
them has seen or heard of them since. 

The farm has been searched for tlie 
bodies, but they have uot been found. 
A grave was found upon the farm cov- 
ered with limbs broken ffom nearby 
trees, but when it was dug into it was 
found to be empty. 

Two sharpened sticks four feet long 
were found at the bottom of the grave. 

In the house where these things are 
alleged to have been done the three 
daughters of Stamm are staying alone 
while their father is in a cell. It %s a 
low-ceiled log house, its floor bare of 
rug or mat, with only a few articles 
of home-made furniture. 

Here the family lived in squalor, the 
mother away in an insane asylum for 
14 years, the father going about in rags 
and the children going barefoot. 


Money Hoarded in Trunk, 

In an old yellow trunk in a corner 
the Sheriff found $2680 in gold and sil- 
ver and paper currency wrapped in a 
dirty rag. And yet the three young 
women of the family, 24, 15 and 14 years 
of age, never in all their lives had a 
new pair of girls’ shoes until the Sher- 
iff bought them yesterday and gave 
them to the girls. They always went 
barefoot in warm weather and wor? 
cheap boys* shoes in winter. Neither of 
these young women ever had anything 
but a home-made dress of the poorest 
calico. Neither of them ever had a 
hat. Meither of them was ever in a 
church or at a picnic or a show or a 
arty. 

The girl of 24 was never in school. She 
never had a beau, never went to a 
neighbor's house, and the neighbors nev- 
er called to see them. 

This young woman of 24 never had a 
bonnet or a shawl or a cloak. 


Girls Afraid of Neighbors, 

When the neighbors went to the house 
after the father was arrested the three 
girls, as timid as the quail which 
whistle in the fields around their lonely 
cabin, fled to the corn fleld and hid. 
When they were sought they dodged 
among the corn and weeds like rabbits. 

They were as wild as if they lived 
in a Congo jungle. And yet their home 
near Modoc, is only 54 miles from St. 
Louis and 16 miles from Chester, the 
capital of Randolph “county. 

Yesterday the girls were coaxed to 
pose for their pictures and the eldest 
sat upon the edge of a bed and bash- 
fully told her story to the sheriff and 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

Above her head the Lord's prayer, in 
colors, was tacked to the logs. It was 
the only picture in the cabin and the 
only attempt at ornament. There was 
not even a picture card or a book in 
the house. 

Helped Carry Frit«. 

Sitting there beneath the Lord's 
prayer, which she could not read or 
understand, she pointed to the opposite 
corner and said: 

“Fritz laid over there in that corner 
with his head to the wall and his legs 
sticking out across the door. Father 
brought him home at night in the wagon 
and I helped carry him in and lay him 
there. He laid there three days.” 

“Then what became of him?” She was 
asked.” 


“I don’t know. I helped father put 


him in the Wagon and he drove away.” 


Laura, the 15-year-old daughter, de- 
nies this. “It’s all a lie,” she seid. 

“Then what did become of your two 
orothers?"

Stamm is a ‘scrawney man of &. He 
has spent his life drudging early and 
late. upon his farm, going ragged and 
ilikenpt himself, living like a pauper, 
eating only what he could not sell, 
hoarding every cent he could get and 
hiding it in the old yellow trunk at 
the foot of his bed. 

He shunned his neighbors and was 
disliked and shunned by them. He 
never went to church or town meeting, 
never. voted and many of the people of 
the village of Modoc, two miles away, 
had never seen him to know him. 

He was mean, nagging and cruel to 
his children. The eldest is Maggie, 24. 
The next was Fritz, 21. Then came 
Charles, 18, Laura, 15 and Lena, 14 years 
old. 


came 


Thought Saloon a Church. 

Frits and Charles had never been 
five miles from home. Last year a 
neighbor took Fritz into a saloon in 
Modoc and when they came out the 
young man, already of age, asked: 

“Was that a church?’ 


Fritz and Charles drudged with their 
father on the farm and knew nothing 
else. The girls worked in the flelds, 
too, all of them helping to pile up the 
gold and silver that was mounting into 
the thousands in the old yellow trunk, 
But they did not know it. 

They did not knew, until the sheriff 
showed it to them that there was money 
in the trunk that was guarded by a 
iron padlock. 

The neighbors 
Stamm beat his boya, 
temper. : 

Joseph Davis, a neighbor, tells that 
last April, when Stamm and his son 
Charles were putting new shingles on 
their barn, the father steod up and in 
a rage threw a hatchet with all his 
might at. the boy. It barely missed 
him. 

“If that hatchet had hit him it would 
have gone clean through him,” says 
Davis. 

And that was only a few days be- 
fore the boy disappeared. 

In addition to hig own farm, hidden 
among tall pecan and oak trees, Stamm 
rents a piece of corn land in the rich 
river bottom three and one-half: miles 
east of his home. 


Early last July he and Fritz were 
camped in a tent down there working 
in the growing corn. The morning of 
July 4 Frits was seen walking from his 
home toward the camp on the rented 
Place. So far as can be learned, he 
Was never seen alive again, and the 
neighbors were so little used to seeing 
him around that nobody inquired after 
him until his sister, Maggie, told her 
mother’s brother that he had been 
killed.. This rumor went through the 
neighborhood, but Stamm was such a 
moody man, and his family were se 
“queer,” that no one investigated until 
three months ago, when Charles dis- 
appeared and Maggie again went to her 
uncie with the story that he had been 
killed, toe, 

Then the uncle put an advertisement

in the county paper asking for informa- 


tion about Fritz and Charles, and this 
increased the gossip. 
Father's Strnnagze Conduct. 
All of this time the father of the miss-

ing boys went about his work, refusing pos 


to answer questions about his sons, 
making no inquiries about them, and 
seeming not to care whether they were 
found or not. 

A week ago boys picking blackberries 
On Stamm’s rented place in the bottom 
land came upon a heap of brush piled 
carefully as if to hide something be- 
neath. They pulled it away and found 
what seemed to be a grave. It was six 
feet long and two and one-half feet 
wide, and the earth that had been filled 
into i¢ had sunken six inches, just as a 
grave or like excavation always does. 

This was reported in the villiage and 
Sheriff Henry Burns was sent for. He 
judged, from the examination he made 
that the brush covering the grave had 
been broken from’ surrounding trees 
about a year ago, or about the time 
Fritz disappeared, and the earth in it 
would have sunk about as it was in 
that time. 

The grave was only # feet from the 
site of Stamm’s camp when he and 
Fritz were working there a year ago. 


Sheriff Opens Grave. 

The sheriff dug into the grave. It 
was 4 feet deep, the original outline 
of it easily discerned from the surround- 
ing clay that had been undisturbed, and 
at the bottom he found two stakes each 
4 feet long and each sharpened to a 
point. But there was no bones: or traces 
of a body. 

The sheriff went to Stamm and told 
him of the grave and that he had 
opened it, 

“You didn’t find anything in it did 
you?” asked Stamm. 

Stamm was taken to jail. No charge 
has yet been placed against him. The 
sheriff says he took him into custody 
for two reasons: 

To get him away from his daughters 
so they might talk without intimida- 
tion from him, and to protect him from 
mob ‘violence, which was threatened. 

If the story told by Maggie Stamm 
is true the body of Fritz remained at 
the camp in the bottoms corn patch 
two days, and was then taken to the 
farm house and laid there three days, 
and this in the hottest part of July, 
and was then taken away, perhaps to 
be dumped ifn the river. 

Body in Bedroom, 

And if the story is true, the three girls 
slept for three nights in the same room 
in which the body of their brother lay 
in a corner, unshrouded and unblessed. 

“Did you sleep any while the body 
lay there?’’ Maggie Stamm was asked. 

“Yes, we siept, and father slept in 
the next room.”’ 

If her story is true, the family arore 
as usual each morning and ate break- 
fast, ignoring the stark figure in the 
corner, and went about the day’s work 
as if the little log cabin had nothing to 
hide, 

Maggie tells this story of how Charles 
was killed May 3,: last: 

“Charlie went fishing and did not get 
home in time to milk the cows. Father 
had to do it, and it made him mad. 

“When Charlie came home father took 
after him. They fought in the back 
yard and father hit him in the head 
with a hammer.”’ 

She says that the body was put In a 
box and hidden in the house for two 
days, and then her father took it out 
at night and burned It.

Servants, Housekeepers and 
Laundresses Loom Large: 
in Police Record. 


FORCE COSTS MORE 











Expense Last Year Was $1,- 
912,354; Expected to Be 
$2,034,080 Next Year. 





According to the annual report of the 
Department, just issued, 614 St. Louis 
servants fell from grace last year. That 
number were arrested during the 12 
months. The most of them had yield- 
ed to temptation and stolen from their 
masters. 

However, servants were not alone in 
this. Housekeepers were a close sec- 
ond, 307 of them being arrested on 
charges of taking property belonging to 
their employers. 

The report shows that 215 laundresses 
were arrested, charged with theft. 

Of the 27 other women arrested, only 
10 were factory giris. 


More Arrests, No More Offenses, 
There is' no fthcrease of crime in St. 


Louis except such as is incidental to 
the gradual increase of population, po- 
lice officials say. Increase in the num- 
ber of arrests; as shown by the report, 
indicates, they say, increased efficiency 
under a reorganized and reformed po- 
lice and detective force and under the 
three-platoon system. 

It is not, they say, that more crimes 
are committed, but that more criminals 
are caught. 

Chief of Police Creecy ‘webate to the 
statistical reports as showing that more 
work was done by the department dur- 
ing the month the three-platoon sys- 
tem has been -in effect than during the 
corresponding months of last year and 
former years. 

The total number of arrests for the 
fiscal year was 382,969, while for the pre- 
vious fiscal- year the-number was 29,315. 

Although there is no separate report 
of the work of the Detective Depart- 
ment, Chief Smith says there has been 
a noticeable increase in the arrests by 
his men. A table which he has pre- 
pared shows that his men arrested 2677 
persons in 1907 and sent them to court, 
whereas in 1906 the number was 1608—an 
increase of 974. 

As tending to show that the arrests 
were for good cause, his records indi- 
cate that in 1907 his department recov- 
ered $59.940 in stolen cash and goods, 
against $44,104 the Oe endo 


artment Costs 
An increase is shown in a ‘cost ° of 


maintaining the department, over the 
preceding fiscal year, in the amount of 
$243,435.74. And the estimates are for a 
further increase during the coming year, 
though not so great. Prevision is made 
for increased expenditures in nearly 
every item of the report. 

The expense is to be further Increased 
by the addition of one plumber, $1,080; 
one automobile machinist,,. $540; one 
steam fitter, $1,500;. one press feeder, 
$600. . —“ 
The total expense for the year was 
$1,912,354.40, and the estirhhjed expense 
for the next year {s $2,034,080.” 

Of the 462 men appointed? during the 
year to be policemen, 424: were bern in 
the United States, twenty-nine in Ire- 
land, six in Germany, two in England 
ave one in Denmark. 

The United Railways Co. “furnished 
more men than came fr jAny other 
calling. Fifty-four of them had been 
either motormen or conductors before 
they became policemen. rs 

Twenty-nine men were reinstated, 41 
were dismissed, 41 were dropped from 
the rolls, 67 resigned, three were reduced 
in rank and 158 were promoted.

A curious fact is that the number of 
men to the square mile is almost ex- 
actiy the same as it was from 1872 to 
1875.

IS AN HEIRESS 
TD MILLIONS 


Though Living as a Pauper, 
She Is Entitled to Rich 
German Estate. 


NAME IS ONLY BAR 
Great-Grandfather Who Was 
General Left a Peculiar 
Legacy. 





Specia] to the Post-Dispatch. 
APPLETON, Wis., July. %.—Do you 


know the full name of your great- 
grandfather? 

That is all that stands between Mrs. 
Frederika Lorenz, aged 9% years, a pau- 
per, being supported by the town of 
Ellingron, this county, and an estate 
worth millions. 

This unusual statement was made yes- 
terday by Mrs. Charles Enslea of Polar, 
Langlade County, a niece of the, aged 
woman, and a great-great-granddaugh- 


ter of a millionaire brewer, whose es- 
tate, it is believed, will soon pass into 
the hands of his-heirs after 150 years, 

The story, which is in a way only a 
family tradition, was so remarkable that 
it sounded like fiction, but she added 
that after years of work on the case 
the heirs had obtained recognition from 
the Prussian Government, which holds 
the vast fortune, and word is expected 
almost any time from Germany that 
the estate has been settled. 

According to Mrs. Enslea’s story, 
which was corroborated by her broth- 
ers, Charles Peters of Black Creek, and 
Albert Peters of Greenville, their great- 
great-grandfather, whose last name was 
Witthuhn, was a General in the Prus- 
sion army nearly 200 years ago. 

Quarreled With Brother. 

He was a wealthy brewer, living in 
Prenzlau, Prussia. He had a brother, 
@ preacher, with whom he had quar- 
reled, and who he swore never should 
get any of his money. 

The legend tells that when the Seven- 


+ Years War broke out, in 1756, Gen. Wit- 


thuhn,, then 76 years old, retired from 
the Prussian army, but his son served 
throughout the war under Frederick 
the Great, and when he returned at the 
close of the long struggle, in 1763, his 
father had died. 

The aged General left a most unusual 
will. In order to prevent his brother 
or the church from getting any of his 
money he provided in his will that it 
should go to the children of the third 
generation. % 

But that was not all. The old man 
stated in his will, so tradition says, that 
hidden under the third hearthstone on 
the left side of the open fireplace on the 
second floor of his home in Prenzilau, 
would be found a box containing a sil- 
ver buckle, a silver knife and fork, 
gifts from the King of Prussia, a gold 
coin, and papers and other documents 
to his fortune, none of which were to 
be touched except by the clildren of 
the third generation. 


Government Took His Millions. 

Some years after the death of the 
old General, the big Governnient pow- 
der mill at Strassburg was destroyed by 
a fire and explosion, and the Govern- 
ment borrowed three tong of gold, or $3,- 
000,000, from the estate of the dead Gen- 
eral to rebuild the mill and the city. 
Later, it is claimed, this money was 
held in trust by the Government for the 
heirs and was invested until now it is 
believed to mean an estate of not less 
than $50,000,000. 

The son, who had gone to war, was 
the only child. After the war he mar- 
ried and had two sons, They were Ed- 
ward and Ernest Witthuhn, and were 
the second generation. Edward had only 
one son, while Ernest had one son and 
two daughters. 

Children of these two men and women, 
children of the third generation, emi- 
grated early in the nineteenth century. 
There were 18, but only one, the young- 
est, is still living. She is Mrs. Fred- 
erika Lorenz, nonagenarian, now in the 
Poorhouse in this county. She is deaf, 
and almost blind, but she talks abont 
the vast fortune to which she is heir- 
ess and urges those about her to pro- 
cure it for her.

CHICAGO, July 25.—Norman E. Mack 


of New York is the chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee. He 
was elected today, and he is Mr. 
Bryan's choice. 

Mr. Bryan arrived here from Lincoln 
at 9:08 o’clock this morning with no idea 
in the world who was to be the national 
chairman. Ex-Gov. Douglass’ declina- 
tion had left him up in the air.

Then Wade Was Boomed, 

After that the Wade boom became the 
most serious. The men from the Middle 
West were determined on his selection. 
Both Bryan and Kern preferred Mack. 
The question at once rose whether 
Fingy Connors, who has fought Mack 
all his political life, and Charlie Mur 
phy of Tammany, who has stood shoul- 
der to shoulder with Connors, would 
stand for Mack. Mack and Connors are 
rival newspaper publishers in Buffalo 
and have been on opposite sides of all 
the factional quarrels for years, 

The Democratic leaders are by no 
means certain that Murphy and Con- 
nors are going to swpport the ticket 
loyally, and for that reason it became 
necessary to consult both of them as 
to the appointment of Mack.

Drove a Hard Deal, 

Murphy and Connors, drove a hard 
bargain. They insisted that they must 
be allowed to name the candidate for 
Governor this fall, and that Mack and 
all the other Bryan men must keep 
their hands off. This deal, which was 
made over the telephone between Mack 
and his two former enemies, greatly 
disgruntied the sincere Bryan men on 
the committee, but there was no way 
out of it. 

Mr. Mack fulfills Mr. Bryan’s re- 
quirement that the national chairman 
must be a man of whose personal loyal- 
ty to him there can be no question, and 
who preferably is an Eastern man.

OHIO IS JUST WAITING 








Wants Pledges to Vorys Made 
Good—Speech of Accept- 
ance Prepared, 





Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

CINCINNATI, July 2.—Henry .W. 
Taft saw his brother, the Republican 
candidate for President, aboard his train 
at New York Thursday and Charles P. 
Taft “met him here at 2 p. m. today. 
Between those two points there was 
nothing in any way resembling a demi- 
onstration. 

Besides his brother at the Cincinnati 
station he was greeted by a number. of 
personal friends, most of whom he sa- 
luted by their first names. 

Friends of the candidate explain that 
it was his wish that no committee meet 
him here, but that does not explain the 
absence of the people who knew nothing 
of his desires. 

Awaiting Vory’s Fate. 

The explanation lies in the fact that 
Ohio is waiting for Mr. Taft to indicate 
that the promises made by Arthur 
Vorys will be kept. That is the position 
of the politicians. The people have 
taken the position that Ohio was slight- 
ed in the turning down of Vorys for the 
national chairmanship and they are 
waiting for assurance that he is to oc- 
cupy a position in the campaign com- 
mensurate with their idea of the im- 
portance of the State. 

This will be threshed out at the meet- 
ing here Monday in the State Central 
Committee. Mr. Vorys. will arrive here 
tomorrow and will attend the meeting. 

The Republican candidate for Presi- 
dent not only knows little of practical 
politics, but he does not find the little 
he has learned of it to his taste. Mon- 
day’s dose of the real Ohio medicine 
will be hard to swallow. 

The State Committee will also try to 
settle the vexed question. of whether 
Senators Foraker and Dick shall be in- 
vited to speak at Youngstown, Sept. 5. 
Gov. Hughes of New York is to open 
the Ohio campaign at that meeting. 

Want Forrker’s Picdzge. 

It is expected by Cincinnati poll- 
ticlans that Foraker and Dick will be 
asked to give pledges that they will not 
attack the Roosevelt policies, and that 
unless they give the promises they will 
be omitted from the list of speakers. On 
the other hand. this would amount prac- 
tically to a declaration. of war ‘on For- 
aker, which is what*the Taft people 
are trving to dodge at every corncr. 

Mr. Taft’s speech of acceptance «ill 
have more importance than has been 
attributed to it, as it is not his inten- 
tion to write a long letter of acceptance. 
It has been the custom of candidates 
for the presidency to deliver a _ brief 
speech and to follow this with a letter 
of acceptance. 

Qne of the principal reasons for this 
decision is the desire to head off any 
drift of labor in a body to Bryan. 

Mr. Taft was driven directly to his 
brother’s home on arrival here, and 
spent the afternoon with the family. He 
took an automobile ride in the even- 
ing. The heat here is a great contrast 
to the temperature at Hot Springs and 
Mr. Taft feels it acutely. He will at- 
tend church tomorrow and will re- 
ceive personal friends. in the afternoon. 

The program Tuesday begins with 
breakfast to Mr.- Taft and _ invited 
guests at his brother’s home. At noon, 
on the lawn, Senator Warner of Mis- 
souri «vill make the speech of notifica- 
tion, to which Mr. Taft will reply. The 
Committee on Notification, the candi- 
date and distinguished visitors will then 
be taken in automobiles to the Country 
Club for luncheon. At night Mr. Taft 
and his party will be taken out on the 
river in a steamboat to view the elab- 
orate fireworks display, whieh will end 
the day’s program.

Campaign Democratic managers of 
candidates for governor are devoting 
the remaining days of the campaign to 
work in St. Louis, Kansas City and St. 
Joseph. These cities cast one-third of 
the Democratic votes of the State and 
experienced politicans believe they will 
decide the race. 

It is because of this belief that friends 
of Henry F. Stapel, W. 8S. Cowherd, 
David A. Ball and William Wallace 
have made St. Louis their principal 
battleground in the closing days of the 
campaign. 

There are 60,000 Democrats here which 
is one-fifth of all the Democratic votes 
polled: at the State election’ two years 
ago. 

Democratic leaders predict, however, 
that not more than 25,000 votes will be 
Cast at the primaries, August 4. 

It is estimated that at least 5,000 are 
absent from. the city and another 35,- 
000 are taking no interest in any of the 
candidates = State offices. 


Stapel Gaining. 
Although the gubernatorial race ap- 


pears to have narrowed down to “Dave’”’ 
Ball and W. 8. Cowherd, there have 
been some surprising changes during 
the week. 

Candidate Stapel of Atchison County 
the man who wants to puncture the 
Sunday lid—has made sweeping prog- 
ress in North and South St. Louis. 

That he probably will carry the Nine- 
teenth among other North St. Louis 
wards is admitted by Jolin Durning, a 
Democratic committeeman. 

Durning is a Ball supporter. He told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that the Ger- 
man element is going over to Stapel in 
large numbers. 

“Stapel will get a great many votes 
in my ward, but not enough to carry it," 
Durning told a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“He is strong evérywhere north of 
Franklin avenue.” 


Strong in River Wards. 

The Stapel managers have organize! 
clubs in every ward and are claiming 
the city by 10,000 votes. They expect 
to capture every ward south of Mar- 
ket street and are counting on every- 
thing east of Grand avenue. 

They do not expect much in the Kin- 
ney-Daley or Miles bailiwicks, although 
they expect a substantial vote in each 
of the river wards.

Crowd on the Field. 


Long before the clubs arrived on the 
field for practice the immense crowd 
had poured into the fields. The tempo- 
rary field seats protected from the play- 
irig field by ropes were merely a drop in 
the bucket. The great stream of strug- 
gling persons poured over these benches 
like a stream of water into a small 
ditch. Jt then spread out over the field 
and took up every inch of playing field 
allotted for the players. 

So great was the rush that practice 
had to be suspended. Without the ald 
of the regular uniformed policemen the 
management was helpless. The crowd 
paid no more attention. to the special 
police than if they had been so many 
dummies. 

The players took in the gituation, 
however, and went to the rescue. With 
Managers McGraw and Clarke at their 
heads the ‘players went through the 
crowd and by shouting and pushing 
gradually quelled the stampede. The 
players kept pushing and talking until 
they got the spectators lined up around 
the fleld in a circle thirty deep. The 
rooters in front were made to sit down, 
and this helped to preserve the line. 
Practice then proceeded. 

Crowd Keeps Increasing. 

This arrangement was only temporary, 
for the crowd kept increasing until they 
had occupied all the space m front of 
the benches, completely blocking the 
players from the field. * Though they 
triéd hard, the players could not force 
an opening through which they could 
pass, and the benches were abandoned. 
The two teams moved their bats up to 
the foul lines and took seats on the 
grass. 

When it was seen that a clear play- 
ing field would be impossible a ground 
rule was established limiting all hits 
to two bases, except those hit into the 
bleachers, the protecting fence being 
over the heads of the crowd. 

The importance of the great game was 
somewhat lost on the players, as they 
were devoting much attention to keep- 
ing the crowd in. order. so that. a game 
would be possible. 

It was by far the greatest crowd ever 
assembled in the Polo Grounds and by 
taking into account the thousands who 
viewed the contest from the viaduct and 
the surrounding hills, there must have 
heen 50,00 people watching the strug-4 
gie. 

Players Keep "Em Back. 

Just before the game began the crowd 
again grew unruly and the players 
adopted a rather novel way of keeping 
them back. A catcher would be sta- 
tion in the edge of the banks of people 
and a pitcher would then warm up and 
the crowd would be forced to back away

And then despite what every- 
body said—that the Italian had been 
disqualified by the action of the of- 
ficlals—the judges ordered the Italian 
flag to be hoisted and the Stars and

of the rules was so palpable, we did 
not protest until that was done be- 
lieving, as every man in the Stadium 
did, that the judges should award the 
race to Hayes. The Italian flag was 
hoisted simply to put us in the un- 
pestunute position of having to pro- 
est. 

“I should like to say here that we 
have not a.word of complaint to make 
against Lord Desborough. He showed 
appreciation of the effort America had 
made to send a team here and he did 
everything possible to make us com- 
fortable. e is the right type of 
sportsman, of whom there are plenty 
in England, but they have not been in 
the aren. 

“It is not generally Known, but we 
had one official put off the arena for 
coaching the English competitor, It 
was that man who assisted Dorando. 
We should not have had to take any 
such drastic measures, but, as the 
Amateur Athletic Association would 
not take this step, we had to do it 
ourselves to protect our men, 

“Indeed, we were so badly treated 
that, if it had not been for rd Des- 
borough, the American team would 
have been taken away from the Bta- 
dium early in the week. When it was 
announced that the Indian, Longboat, 
would be allowed to run and that the 
pole vaulters would not be allowed to 
dig a hole for the pole, the commit- 
tee seriously considered withdrawing 
from. the contests; but Lord Des- 
brough urged us to remain and he 
had been so courteous we could not

Wanted Them to Retire.

Ahearne, United King- 
dom, came in here for his medal. He 
was the only man to interrupt the Amer- 
icans, who continued the procession, 
with John J. Flanagan, Irish-American 
Athletic Club, and Ralph Rose, Olym- 
pic Club, San Francisco, who won the 
gold medals for throwing the hammer 
and putting the weight, respectively. : 

Sheridan Gets Award, 

The British winners in the tug-of-war, 
the three-mile team race and the 3500- 
meter walk again broke the steady pro- 
cession of American victories, but the 
sline was at once taken up again by Mar- 
tin J. Sheridan, Irish-American A. C., 
who claimed the gold medals for the 
discus throwing, free and Greek styles. 

Lemming, Sweden, then received his 
medals for the javelin throwing. Mat- 
thew Halpin, the manager of the Amer- 
ican team, appeared to take the medal 
for the American winners in the 1600- 
meter relay race, 


This ended the list of #8 winners 
in the athletic competitions, and of 
this total 17 were Americans—pretty 
good evidence that the men from over 
the water had got what they came 
for.

F playing on the home grounds is any benefit to a baseb:ll team the St. 
Louis Browns should win enough of the games remaining in this season's 
schedule to finish with a percentage as good as .600, It is possible for the 


team to play 66 games yet, including that of today with Washington, and out 
of those 66 42 are to be played at Sportsman's Park. 


It seems the hardest part of the sea- 
son’s grind is over. The Browns have 
made two tripe through the East. Only 
one more remains. They are through 
with the White Sox on the Chicago 
groundr except for one game, that may 
be played on the way east in August. 
They have four games in Detroit and 
one long series in Cleveland. All the 
Eastern clubs must visit St. Louis twice 
yet, and Chicago, Detroit and Cleveland 
have to play more games here than the 
Browns have to play In their respective 
cities. 

“9 it seems that the Browns are fa- 
vorea with the schedule for the re- 
mainder of the year, having had the 
worst of it so far. If they can keep up 
in the fighting as they have on foreign 
grounds; and under adverse’ circum- 
stances there is every reason to believe 
that with things coming their way they 
should end the year with a 
rush, 

Will About Win. 

The only question is, will a percentage 
of .G00 be high enough to win the pen- 
nant? In such a race as the American 
League is showing at present the only 
other club that shows a likelihood of 
ending with a mark that high is De- 
troit, 

Someone must bump the Tigers or St. 
Louis can never pass them. Not since 
the very start of the season has Detroit 
had a siump. For a time during the 
first few weeks they were trailing at 
the bottom. But they soon started at 
their usual gait and since then have 
broken clear to the front, the omen of 
good luck being with them at all times. 

If there isn’t a stop to this rampage by 

Hughey Jennings and his champions a 
percentage of .600 by the Browns will 
never land a pennant. From now to 
the close of the season, the first week 
of October, the Browns will be required 
to play but 24 road games at the most. 
It is on the 42 games at home that they 
should build up their percentage to that 
.600 mark. Detroit, too, of course, will 
have the advantage of fin'shing the sea- 
son with a long series at home, though 
the champions have a few more road 
games to play than the Browns. 
‘In talking over the prospects of the 
Browns, Manager McAleer summed it 
up in these concise words: “We've 
got to get the lucky breaks to beat 
them all out. No team can win a pen- 
nant in this League without getting a 
shade the better of it in the luck of 
the game. We've held up wonderfully 
well under bad breaks and if luck would 
ever give us a few there would be noth- 
ing to it, we would walk in,” 


Race Ia Still Open. 


There's no getting around the fact that 
there are five or six classy teams in the 
American League. It would be possible 
for any one of four or five to win the 
pennant yet this year, but by this time 
in the season two or three teams usually 
have established their standing and 


mighty: 


there is seldom one below them that 
comes to the front and wins the flag. | 

Detroit, St. Louis and Chicago are 
the three that have taken possession of 
the first three places. They are west- 
ern clubs and have an equal chance for 
the closing weeks. All three finish at 
home. Each has one more trip to make 
through the East. They are bunched 
closely at the present time. So it seems 
that the one fate may select, would be 
the one to win the flag. 

As a team the St. Louis Browns for 
all-around baseball will outclass either 
one of the other two. They ‘have more 
fielding strength than Detroit or. Chi- 
cago. They have more batting strength 
than Chicago but a bit less than Detroit. 
They will run the bases as well or bet- 
ter than Chicago but much less than 
Detroit. But for brainy baseball they 
will far exceed Detroit and stand even 
with the White Sox. With Bill Dinneen, 
Jack Powell, Harry Howell, Barney 
Pelty and Rube Waddell in condition 
for the finish the Browns will have the 
best pitching staff in the world. Every 
one of the above named twirlers is a 
veteran. Every one in the past has 
been strong for the last half of the 
season, though slow to get started. If 
they all come around now for the clos- 
ing two months of the season, it seems 
that nothing’can keep the Browns from 
going to the front to stay. 

Where Luck Steps In. 

But baseball is a queer game in many 
respects. Luck steps in when least ex- 
pected and tears a victory away from 
a deserving team. last season De- 
troit won the pennant on nothing but 
luck. It was the club with one pitcher. 
But it had three or four sluggers and 
base runners and their daring offensive 
play won the championship. 

Detroit is getting away with that kind 
of a game again this season. The 
Tigers are winning game after game 
by taking desperate chances and trust- 
ing to luck and a bad throw or an error 
has saved them time after time, so 
they have made good. 

It will. be remembered that last fal: 
they attempted to beat the Chicago 
Cubs for the world’s championship by 
those same methods, and cither because 
luék wasn’t with them or because the 
Cubs were too alert in their defense, 
the Tigers were made to look cheap, not 
winning a single game from Frank 
Chance’s men. 

A good flelding club, like the Browns 
or the White Sox, will stop such dar- 
ing play nine times out of ten. But 
it is againet the weaker teams of the 
league that Detroit tears off its dare- 
devil tricks and makes good. 

It the Browns win the pennant, they 
will do it by good clean baseball. They 
might be favored with a few breaks 
in the luck of the game to offset the 
foolhardy tricks of the Tigers. But 
if Mr. McAleer and his braves gain the 
honor it will be because they have a 
club of brainy men who have pulled to- 
gether every day from the first to the 
last.

PROGRESS IS SHOWN 
Christian Teaching Finds a 
~ Reflex in Domain of 

the Sultan. 





BERLIN, July %.—The women of 
‘Turkey have discarded the vell in pub- 
lic, according to dispatches from Mon- 
“stir and elsewhere in the Sultan’s do- 
miniou, The customs of centuries and 
the express mandate of the Koran have 
Leen cast to the winds with a bravado 
and dash that makes the incident one 
of the most dramatic in the history of 
the Ottoman Empire. 

Thousands of women with uncovered 
faces have been seen parading the 
etrects of the principal cities,. and their 
appearance in public has been greeted 
by cheering and applause from the men, 
The old exclusion of the harem seenis 
to be a thing of the past, and the whole 
Empire has taken on a new appear- 
ance, Hghted by the semiles of fair 
women, 

This action on the part of the women 
is an Incident to the existing political 
upheaval of the young Turkey party, 
the activity of which has wrested a con- 
stitution from the Sultan. By removing 
their vells and walking forth into the 
streets the wives, mothers, sisters and 
daughters of the Turks have signified 


their enthusiasm for the new politica? 
regime and their determination that it 
sbull become a social as well as a po- 
litical revolution, 
Dervish Checred for Reform. 

The public appearance of the smiling 
beauties of the harem unveiled has been 
accompanied by many incidents which 
have thriled the people and added to 
the dramatic in the situation. 

The ladies of Monastir, the hotbed of 
the revolution, took the lead in the in- 
novation. The prohibition against wom- 
en appearing in public without veils, of 
which Mohammed was the author, was 
annulled by the oral proclamation of a 
Mosiem dervish. 

His announcement was made from the 
tower of a mosque, and was quickly 
followed by a. parade of unvelled women 
of that type whose charm of face is 
traditionak ©" +). - 

“We will help make the world beau- 
tiful by this act,’ said the priest, and 
the people cheered him. 

All over the Empire the public is 
manifesting a hearty approval of this 
emancipation of women, which is re- 
garded as a legitimate outgrowth of the 
great movetnent for political emancipa- 
tion. 

IE abolition of the Moslem man- 
T date relative ty women appear- 
ing In public witu uncovered face; 
oromuises to take a conspicuous position 
among other historic steps toward the 
emancipation of women which sparkic 
like jewels in the annals of the last 
2000 years. 

The first great emancipation of wom- 
er. was the work of Jesus. Under the 
old Mosaic law the harsh penalty of 
death by stoning was prescribed for 
women unfaithful to the marriage vow. 
Sich an offender was breaght before 
Jesus by a mob, who sought to involve 
h'm m a legal difficulty by asking what 
rhould be done with her. 

The questioners thought he would say 
either to stone her or to to release her, 
By eanctioning ber execution by stoning 
Jesus, the mob knew, would contradict 
His teachings of forgiveness and gern- 
tloness. By asking for her releaso, on 
the other hand, He would be urging that 
the law be flouted. 

But He did neither. 
was, “Let he that is without sin cast 
the firat stone.” And the mob, 
ashamed, melted away. ,““‘Woman, heth 
no man condemned thee?"’ Jesus asked 
as He looked up from wetting in the 
sand.

Genesia of for Woman, 

That incident was the keynote of a 
tenderness toward womankind that hw 
ma'tked all the succeed'nz centurics.

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statute the indentity of a married wom- 
an-in England was sunk completely 
in that of her husband. In the eyes of 
the law, a married couple was one per- 
son—the husband. Unless, before mar- 
riage, the woman’s property was placed 
in the hands of a trustee, everything 
she owned became, at the instant of 
marriage, the absolute property of he, 
husband. 

If she were injured she coud’ nvt 
sue fer damages. The husband had to 
bring ‘the suit, for he was regarded as 
the injured party. On the other hanc 
if the wife committed a tort or injury 
upon a third party, she could not. be 
sued. The husband was sued, as he 
was held responsible for ail the acts 
of his wife. 

At one stroke the Married Woman's 
Property Act wiped out all this state of 
affairs. A woman's property became 
her own, whether she were married or e 
spinster. She was entitled to her: own 
earnings, lier own pocket money and 
her own lands and personalty. Like- 
wise she could sue and be sued for 
debts or torts. 

Under the law she even could be a 
business partner of her husband, or loan 
him money and sue for the money if he 
failed to meet his obligations as a 
debtor. 

Victorian Statutes Aid Women, 

oman’s emancipation was furthered 
by many statutes during the long and 
progressive reign of ueen Victoria. 
Among other enabling acts was that of 
1876, in’ which a swoman was anted 
the privilege of practicing medicine if 
she were able to meet the requirements 
of the law as to qualifications. 

But while the Jaw gave her that priv- 
ilgee, several of the foremost medical 
schools in England were slow in admit- 
ting women to their classes and clinics. 
Now, however, nearly all the medical 
schools in Great Britain extend this 
privilege to the fair sex. 

Under the English common law a fa- 
ther ewas entitled to the custody of his 
children unless it could be shown he 
was of a character unfit to have the 
training of infants. Occasionally, how- 
ever, in later years, the Court of Chan- 
cery began to make exceptions to the 
common law.and grant the custody of 
children to the mother. 

A statue knawn as ‘36 Victoria, Chap. 
12,” gave the Court of Chancery spe- 
cific authority to do just that thing in 
its discretion, when husband and wife 
had separated under a ‘“‘deed of sepa- 
ration.”’ That was regarded at the time 
as a great victory for the friends of 
woman. . 

By an act passed in Parliament a few 
years earlier, the disabilities resting 
upon women as ewitnesses in court were 
removed, 

Right to Vote Gained. 

Py an act of 1881 women were given 
the right to vote for school boards and 
municipal bodies.

At the Bethesda Hospital, where the 
child was taken, it was found his skull 
was fractured. Dr. C. H. Dickson, as- 
sisted by two other surgeons, removed 
several pieces of bone from the skull.

Special to the Post-Dispatch, 
CINCINNATI, O., July %.—Just how 


Wm. H. Taft has pushed himeelf into 
the position of candidate will be told 
for the first time here, and that story 
carries with it the first telling of the 
true cause of the last Roosevelt letter 
stating that he would not take another 
term, 

When Mr. Roosevelt urged Taft to be- 
come a c2ndidate for the presidency, 
Mr. Taft replied that he hai little 
money and that it took a lot to run for 
that place. Mr. Roosevelt to:d him to 
get the money, and he, the President, 
would back Taft politically. 

Wm. Taft went to his brother Charlies. 
“Ig you will get that promise in writ- 
ing, Wil,’’ Charles said, “I will fur- 
nish the money.” 

The President promised verbally to 
write the letter, and the Taft cam- 
paign began. C. P. Taft enlisted the 
services of Arthur I. Vorys, State Com- 
missioner of Insurance of Ohio, to get 
the ‘backing in his own State. Roose- 
velt encouraged Taft, but the promised 
writing demanded by C. PB. Taft had 
not been given when Wm. H. sailed for 
the Philippines last fall. 

Followers of political happenings will 
remember that the third term rumors 
began to take form last, autumn and 
grew more definite each day. Frank H. 
Hitchcock, Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral, was openly organizing the Federal 
officeholders of the South, ostensibly for 
Roosevelt for renomination. Cables and 
jetters to Mr. Taft abroad told him that 
the President was preparing to ‘“‘throw”’ 
him, Mr. Taft was greatly disturbed.

The Hitchecock-Vorys fight may 
seem ancient history to outside states, 
but it is a live issue in Ohio today, 
and Republicans here not in any way 
allied with Foraker do not hesitate 
to say that it is not improbable that 
the turning down of Vorys and the 
elevation of Hitchcock may cost Mr. 
Taft the 23 electoral votes of the 
State of Ohio.

UPPOSING now that the ticket of 
S Bryan and Kern should be elected 
next November, and supposing 
further that on moving into the White 
House in the following March, Presi- 
dent William Jennings Bryan should 
renew that suggestion, which he made a 
few days ago. to share the building with 
Vice-President John W. Kern; and sup- 
posing, finally, that Vice-President 
Kern should accept the kind invitation 
and move in with his family and his 
family’s baggage and personal belong- 
ings, why then. what? 

Why, a good deal, when you come to 
think it over. 

To begin with, it would be the first 
time that the roof of the home of 
America’s presidents ever regularly 
sheltered a double-headed household, 
which in itself is a matter of consid- 
erable interest in these days of serv- 
ant problems and prevalent high prices 
of foodstuffs. 

In the second place, even those patri- 

w@tically inclined citizens of Washington 
who regard the White House as one of 
our noblest architectural treasures are 
willing to concede that the building is 
not particularly well adapted for contin- 
tious occupancy by two of those large, 
fletrtshing, Middle-West_ families, such 
as the Bryan and Kern families are.

Until that trme-the latter 
part of 1902—there had been only five 
bedrocrps and one bathroom in the en- 
tirely private part of the White House, 
ali of these rooms being located on the 
secor.d fieor. 
But witi: the removal of the executive 
offices tc the newly restored west wing 
and the partitioning off of the available 
attic space into rooms, this aliotment 
was increased to nine family bedcham- 
bers of which seven had private baths 
aod dressing rooms attached. 

Two eight attic bedchambers were the 
Jargest-in the house, but in the sunimer 
the dear onl steamy, parboiling Wash- 
ington sunimer-—-their nearness to a tin 
Peot tock away from them some of 
their attractiveness as sleeping quar- 
ters.

We vestow upon 
the two little Masters Kern enother room. 
Then we must go back to the other 
Bryan wing and find a room for the 
two little Leavitts, whom we have al- 
most overlooked in the bustle and hustle 
of providing gr larger personages. Cer- 
tainly they must have a room opening 
into the room of their mother. We ac- 
complish this by sawing a doorway in 
the dividing wall. | 

That leaves us two spare bedrooms for 
visitors, either Bryan visitors or Kern 
visitors, turn and turn about. Sut hold! 
Mr. Kern will want a library, won’t he? 
Certainly he will. Even if this private 
library should be confined to the Nterary 
output of his native state, he will still 
have several thousand volumes of his- 
torical novels, “Fables in s.ang,”’ James 
Whitcomb a poems and souvenir 
views of picturesque Kokomo. 

President Bryan, as we have already 
painted out, is established in the regular 
egg-shaped library, writing official pa- 
pers, and arranging for lecture tours af- 
ter the expiration of his second term. 
So we will fit up one of those spare 
bedrooms with shelves and a student's 
lamp for Vice-President Kern. Demo- 
eratic simplicity being the keynote of 
this administration, it» will be a com- 
petent but not an ornate student's lamp, 
such a lamp as one gets for one’s tra}- 
ing stamps. 

And now we come to the arrangemen‘s 
for dining. Mr. Bryan is a hearty eater. 
Nobody has ever insinuated that Vice- 
President Kern could not pull up to the 
table and tuck away his three squares 
a day. The Bryans take their meals in 
the regular family dining room on the 
first floor. So we will have to convert 
the last remaining guest chamber into 
a dining room for the Kerns. 


Receptions Small Problem. 

Easy, also, will be the plans for offi- 
clai receptions, debut parties, diplomatic 
dinings and all the social functions that 
ecmmonly, appertain to the households 
of a President and a Vice-President. 
It will be based on a satisfying system 
of give and take, as it were. When the 
Bryans are serving in the Red Room the 
Kerns can entertain friends from In- 
diana in the Blue Room, thus leaving 
the Green Room for emergencies and 
overfiow meetings. Finally, on special- 
ly large occasions, ‘there is the state 
benquet hall, which so far has not been 
requisitioned for any family purpose 
whatsoever.

. Brennan. 


This resolution states that the abat- 
toir at Second and Bremen avenue has 
been closed by Morris & Co. (formerly 
Nelson Morris), and that its closing de- 
prives the small! "dealer of opportunity 
foér buying meat at satisfactory prices, 

City to Condemn Property, 

According to John H. Schofield, treas- 
urer, and other officers of the local 
Master Butchers’ Association, the reso- 
lution was framed and given to Bren- 
nan by Bernard IF. Crowe, a former em- 
ploye of Morris & Co. at the Second and 
tremen avenue plant. They say that 
Crowe's idea is to have the property 
there condemned and then taken charge 
of by the city. 

It is further his idea, they say, to 
have the city kill enough cattle there 
to supply the city institutions as well 
as to permit all butchers to kill there. 
The butchers are to kill cattle there 
free but to leave the head and feet of 
the animals in payment for the privi- 
lege. 


Schofield, who lives as $13 Benton 
Street, has written an editorial in the 
Butchers and Packers Gazette this 
week vupposing Crow's scheme on the 
ground that the city should not go 
into competition with retailers to sup- 
Ply meat to the city institutions.

“I think the public abattoir would 
be a very good thing. It would help 
the retailers and eventually ought to 
result in lowering the price of meat 
to the consumer. In the large cities 


of Germany and other countries of 
Europe such abattoirs are successful- 
ly conducted. Many retailers could 
use this abattoir were it opened to 
them, There is a stock yards near 
by and they could buy their cattle 
there and have them slaughtered in a 
convenient way.”

man eye take in the details of a face 
in one glance? Scientists say yes, 
éspecially if all the faculties are at 
as the 
child’s were when she saw her moth- 
er being killed. Then there is the 
other question: How long would the 
memory retain the image? Many sci- 
entist’s say, “As lung as the person 
lived.” 

But how? It is now the theory of 
science that whenever any sensation 
is received by the brain two or more 
microscopic cells are united in a 
certain position, sometimes loosely, 
sometimes firmly, dependent upon 
the frequency with which the sensa- 
tion is repeated or the intens'ty of its 
first reception. But however feeble 
the first and only impression might 
have been it can be reproduced in the 
brain, or remembered, if the cells 
united by it can be sufficiently agi- 
tated. 

Little Mary Morrison received a 
startling and very powerful, though 
brief impression. Scientists concede 
ey were the same face she saw 
bending over her mother to appear 
before here again, the tiny cells, 
united in her brain by that experi- 
ence, would convey to her conscious- 
ness the same idea that she had when 
she looked at the murderer. That is, 
she would recognize the face in- 
stantly. 

These scientific theories are so well 
established that criminologists be- 
lieve that the identification of Jen- 
kins by the little girl will stand the 
test in any court. 

Quite recently, near St. Louis, a 
curtous and complicated problem rel- 
ative to the eye in medica) jurispru- 
dence arose. body of a woman 
was taken from the river at Alton 
and what was believed by some peo- 
ple to be an optogram, or retinal pho- 
tograph of a man was found in he 
eye. 

A photograph of the dead woman's 
retina was made and shown tos 
numiber of St. Louis oculists and sci- 
entists, who declared the theory that 
such ph he may be made at 
the moment of death to be a scien- 
tiie fact. The “photograph” on the 
retina appeared to be that of a mid- 
dle-aged man, bald-headed and with 
a hook nose.

Dr. Campbell was requested tc 
make a scientific explanation of the 
remarkable antemortem photograph. 
He said: 


By DR. JAMES A, CAMPBELL. 

“Experiments upon living animals, 
first made by Prof. Boll of Bologna in 
1876, subsequently pursued by Prof. 
Kuhne of Heidelburg, demonstrated 
the existence of a pigmentary sub- 
stance in the retina, called the ‘vis- 
ual purple,’ or ‘visual rose.” This 
seems to be a secretion from. the 
hexagonal pigment epithelium of the 
retina. Dr. Ayers, in the New York 
Medical Journal, May, 1881, page 582, 
sums up its properties as. follows: 

“‘It seems to be an albuminoid 
compound belonging to the rods in 
their outer segments. * * * Itisa 
photo-chemical substance, sensitive 
to light, and in man lt ecomes bleached 
to a yellow hue.’ 

“It will be seen that the retina, in 
its chemical properties, bears out the 
analogy of the eye to a photographic 
camera in a most surprising and 
complete manner. Indeed, by con- 
fining a rabbit in darkness for a 
length of time and then exposing it 
to a bright window crossed by bars, 
decapitating the rabbit in a room 
lighted only by a sodium flame, and 
treating the ret'na by a solution of 
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alum, then in the manner similar to 
the usual process of photography, a 
picture or ‘optogram’ can be devel- 
oped and fixed in the retina and pre- 
ed for future study. Such a pic- 
is given by Dr. Ayers in the 
New York Medical Journal of March, 
1881, page 321, taken by Dr. Ayers, 
who worked with Prof. Kuhne in his 
laboratory. 

“But the success of this experiment 
depends upon the freshness of the 
retinal specimen, for this photograph- 
ie response seems to depend upon 
the chemical reaction and sensitive- 
ness of the normal retinal tissue. 


“But the retina is a nerve tissue 
very delicate and of extreme insta- 


bility, which is shown by its rapid posed 


degeneration after death, yielding 
with extraordinary lack of resistance 
to decay. And when this takes place 
it loses all of its characteristic prop- 
erties and would no longer be of 
value as & photographic negative. 

“Just how long this visual image 
fixation remains is yet a question of 
doubt. It is certain that it is pro- 
longed by cold and in the dark and 

be preserved as above mentioned 
by immediate preparation of the spe- 
cimen in a sodium light, and fixed by 
a solution of alum. 

“This makes and preserves the 
image produced, as a reproducing 
negative. But the plate is spoiled 
and would be useless if to 
light before being fixed. So the ques- 
tion of how long after death a ret- 
inal picture remains ig ag yet an 
open one. But it is not at all proba- 
ble that ft would be possible after 
retinal disintegration and decay took 
place.”

Dr. J. W. Baird, Professor of Psy- 
chology and  Psycho-Phystological 
Relations, Dow experimenting in the 
laboratory of the University of Illl- 
nois on the photo-chemical changes 
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hat occur in the retina, gave out an 

interview concerning his experiment: 
with the retina of tho rabbit, anc 
outlined the conditions under whicl 
it would be possible for the retins 
of the murderer’s victim to revea) 
the identity of the assailant. 

After explaining the function of the 
visual purple, “which collects in the 
retina only im darkness’ and on 
which an image may be printed “only 
in the case of sudden and brilliant il- 
lumination,’ Dr. Baird made _ the 
statement that only under the con- 
ditions of a coal black night and a 
streak of lightning occurring at the 
very instant the death blow was 
struck, the victim obtaining a last 
glimpse of the murderer while the 
retina was illuminated, could a per- 
manent image be possible. 

In explaining the function of vis- 
aal purple Prof. Baird said:

“Science has recently discovered 
that when the eye is rested in com- 
plete darkgess it becomes very much 
more sensitive than when it is ex- 
to the light. This increased 
sensitiveness of tne retina, which 
amounts to several tnousand fold, is 
due to the fact that the retina is con- 
stantly secreting a visual substance 
which, on account of its color, is 
called visual purple. The glazing eye 
of the animal at night is simply a 
display of this visua) purple. 

“The visual purple is bleached by 
the action of light. In the actual 
experiment on the rabbit it is shut up 
in a dark roém for several] hours until 
a generous supply of visual purple 
has accumulated in his retina. A 
lighted candle is then flashed in his 
face for an instant. 

“Then, after the eye is removed, the 
retina is immersed in a chemical so- 
lution such as photographers use for 
developing plates, after which it is 
found that upon the retina is a tiny 
picture of the lighted candle. This 
image is visible to the observer’s eye 
because that portion of retina’s pur- 
ple corresponding to the shape of 
candle and the flame has been 
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noves ever so little, the shape of the 
bleached spot upon the retina would 
not correspond to the candle and tne 
candle flarne. Instead it would be a 
confused blur. 

“Now, as the experiment with the 
rabbit's eye has established the 
photo-chemical function of visual 
substance it would be pocsible to 
find not only a clew, but to identify 
the murderer from the examination of 
hie victim’s retina. If, by a peculiar 
combination of circumstances, the 
conditions of experiment with the 
rabbit's eye have been duplicated, 
evidence which the victim’s eye 
might furnish would be valuable. 

“If the murder were committed 
upon an ex dark night, and 
if, at the very instant the victim were 
struck down a flash of lightning re- 
vealed the face of the murderer, and 
if the victim's retina were thereafter 
closed and protected from the light, 
there would be preserved upon each

of outside the home circle. 

The attention of lords and ladies of 
old England, of the widely known 
Chicago speculator and mining pro- 
moter and his bride, now on their 
honeymoon in the West, and of the 
hundreds of residents of the unique 
town of Zeigler, Ill., is fastened with 
intense interest on the Municipal 
Court, where the case of Crabbe 
against Joseph Leiter, Mrs. Colin 
Campbell, Lady Suffolk, Lord Curzon 
and Mrs. Levi Z. Leiter is on trial. 

Crabbe was for mamy years secre- 
tary and confidential adviser to the 
Leiter estate, and about a year ago 
was summarily discharged by Joe 
Leiter, At that time he brought suit 
against Mrs. Levi Leiter in the East, 
for $300,000 for services rendered. 

The action was ignored by her and 
he secured judgment by default. 
Later, when the members of the fam- 
ily woke up to the seriousness of the 
situation the case was reopened and 
is still pending. This latest suit is 
an off-shoot of the original proceed- 
ing, being for straight salary, which 
Crabbe asserts is still coming to him 

What is mystifying Chicago society 
is why the Leiters should have al- 
lowed the case to go to trial for so 
paltry a sum. So many revelations 


_ have been made of family history 


long hidden and so many veritable 
bombs have been exploded in court 
that the whole city is dazed. 

The revelations start with an amaz- 
ing mass of details concerning the

In addition 
227 packages of osprey feathers, rep- 
resenting the produce of about 2270 
egrets, were sold, clearly showing 
that royalty cannot always sway the

should not wear ospreys in their hats, 





little attention, apparently, has been 
paid to Her Majesty’s desires. 

The ospreys mentioned fetched on 
an average about $30 an ounce and as 
each packet averaged about twenty 
ounces, over $110,000 worth of os- 
preys were sold. Nearly $10 per skin 
is paid for birds of paradise, close 
upon $200,000 worth, therefore, being 
sold during the latter half of last 
year, 

These figures will give some idea of 
the enormdus slaughter of birds for 
which millinery is mainly respons!- 
ble. It is quite a common occurrence 
for @ society woman to pay $150 or 
$200 for one of the startling large 
hats of today. Six bushy white os- 
preys often tower above the crown in 
addition to other. trimming, one par- 
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ticular model having a complete 
hedge of white ospreys, surrounded 
by a thick bordering of black ones. 
As much as $200 has been paid for 
one of the latest hats. 

Ostrich feathers still hold their 
own in the millinery world, although 
they are not so costly as ospreys, 
white herron plumes, or bird of para- 
dise skins. A 12-inch plume can be 
obtained for $1 and a beautiful tip 
for half that amount. 

Prices for ostrich feathers, how- 
ever, have been largely brought down 
during the last decade or so by the 
establishment, just outside Nice, in 
the South of ce, of an ostrich 
farm by a young Englishman—Mr. 
Edwin Cawston, the first men to veer

-hey are murdered, beaten and muti- 
lated. 

“Sometimes the soldiers are ordered 
to take prisoners. These prisoners 
are chained onto the boats. I have 
been called, many a time, to file the 
chains from a dead body or from a 


“Redshaff is a shipping point and 
these dying men had been forced into 
service as porters to carry freight. 
They are worked at tremendous pres- 
sure and fed only a couple of bananas 
a day. They soon play out and die. 

“While those poor fellows were 
dying around the headquarters others 
of their race were hara at work car- 
rying in freight.

‘law, mutilating and murdering de- 


fenseless men, women and children. 
Wholesale starvation, looked upon 
with indifferent, cold eyes by the 
men responsible for it. Ravages of 
disease. Slavery in its most repulsive 
form. These and other kindred atro- 
ciiles ave now daily affairs in the 
Congo Free State, according to Wil- 
liam Lange of 1809 Wash street, 8t. 
Louis. 

Mr, Lange formerly was a machin- 
js’ in the German Navy. Later he 
spent 10 years as a steamboat engi- 
neer and river captain in the employ 
of the Congo Government. 

Mr. Lange retired recently from the 
service of the Congo Government and 
moved to St. Louls, where he is now 
employed as a machinist. 

He is a highly educated man, 


speaking English, German, French, 


Dutch and several native African 
languages. He has with him medals 
given for service in the Congo, and, 
among other curios, an ugly rbinoce- 
roe B'de whip, of the kind used to

lash unfortunate blacks there.

In the Congo, however, according 
to Mr. Lange, the wholesale brutali- 
ties and bloodshed are but the piti- 
less, sordid part of a scheme to get 
more and more rubber and ivory, kill- 
ing the negroes by thousands if need 
be, to gratify the avarice of a long- 
whiskered old raxe who happens to 
sit for the nonce on a European 
throne, and who poses before the 
world as “the civilizer” of the Congo. 

Mr. Lange has been in every part 
of the Congo, upper and lower, along 
the rivers and in the interior. He 
says that conditions are as bad every- 
where as they are in any one place. 


All over the Congo, he declares, they 
are so bad they hardly could be 
worse. The only exceptions are Boma 
and one or two other cities, where 
something like civilization prevails. 

“Elsewhere,” says Mr. Lange, “the 
natives live in terror of the white 
man. They will run like wild crea- 
tures at the sight of a white face, 
and usually they are wise to do so. 
For the presence of the white man is 
quite likely to mean sufferings almost 


beyond description, or death itself, 


which is more welcome. 

“Once these negroes fall into the 
clutches of the white man, their days 
are numbered, but death does not 
come quickly and mercifully. It is 
long-drawn-out and the process of 
dying is fraught with unspeakable 
agony.” 

Mr. Lange, among other vessels he 
served upon, was head engineer of 
the famous steamer, En-Avant, which 
Stanley used on his trip up the Con- 
go in the latter “eighties.” Mr. 
Lange, however, was not on the boat 
with Stanley. He went to Africa some 
years later. He has served, either as 
chief engineer or captain, on numer- 
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ous other steamers on the Congo ana 
other African rivers. 

“The force publique, or native army 
of the Congo,” says Mr. Lange, “is 
treated a little better than the general 
mass of natives. But the soldiers lead 
a terrible life. 

“They are cannibals, for the most 
part. Those in the Upper Congo 
are recruited from tribes in the Low- 
er Congo, and vice versa. That is 
because of tribal jealousies and ha- 
treds. A Lower Congo negro, turned 
loose with a gun and knife in the 
Upper Congo, will not have to be 
urged to commit murder and may- 
hem. He is only too eager for the 
chance. It is the same with the 
Upper Congo negro when he is made 
a soldier in the Lower Congo. 


“These cannibals are commanded 
by white men, Belgians and Italians 
for the most part, who pat them on 
the back praise them when they com- 
mit some especially horrible piece of 
cruelty, or bring in, as trophies for 
the day, the largest number of hands, 
feet or other parts of the human 
body.” 

Mr. Lange says the soldiers are 
given enough food to maintain life, 
a quart of rice and two or three dried 
herrings a day, to say nothing of all 
the loot; women, children, goats, 
eatables, arms and clothing they can 
wrest from the natives. But life is 
not all roses, even for the merciless 
“force publique.” 

“Tl have had boat loads of those sol- 
diers to carry many times,” says Mr. 
Lange. “They are herded onto the 
lower decks, where the engine and 
boilers are. They are massea, lit- 
erally like sardines. The packing and 
crowding is indescribable, men, wom- 
en, children, goats, all crushed to- 
gether. Many of them die. Others 
are crowded off into the water and 
drown. The stench is awful and the 
sight one to make the heart sick. 

“On one boat of which I was the 
engineer the engines were at one end 
of the boat and the boilers at the 
other. I have had soldiers packed 
so thick on the boat that, in order to 
get from the engine to the boilers, I 
would have to climb up and walked 
over on the heads of the tightly 
wedged humanity. a

The agent who doesn't deliver 
the goods, as it is thought he ought to 
do, is summarily dismissed, and an- 
other, with less of the milk of human 
kindness and more enterprise, is in- 
stalled in his place. 


“The ‘niggers,’” says Mr. Lange,

HOW ENGLISH CABINETS A 


ECENT capinet changes in 
R Great Britain render the pre- 
cise manner in which such 
changes are made of considerable in- 
terest. 

When a premier resigns either on 
behalf of a government that can no 
longer carry on through an adverse 
majority in the House of Commons, or 
retires personally from any cause, 
every office in the Government be- 
comes technically vacant. As a mat- 
ter of fact, however, this is not the 
case. Every cabinet minister holds 
office directly under the crown, and 
there is nothing in the Constitution 
that can compel any cabinet minister 
to relinquish his seals of office save 
the revocation by the King in per- 
son of the warrant under which he 
was originally appointed. 

It is usual, however, when the 
Prime Minister retires for the re- 
mainder of the ministry to place 
themselves unreservedly at the dis- 
posal of whoever is selected to suc- 
ceed him. When this is done, it is 
for the Premier-elect then to decide 
whether the political situation is 
such as to justify him in taking over 
the administration of the Govern- 
ment, or whether it would be more 
desirable for him to decline office 
and to take the opinion of the coun- 
try by means of a general election. 

The selection of his fellow members 
of the Cabinet is a matter for the 
Prime Minister alone. As a general 
rule, the new Premier consults with 
the remainder of the ministers whd 
formed the “inner counci]” in the 
Cabinet of his predecessor. 

This small committee of the Cab- 
inet is a growth of comparatively re- 
cent years, and is usually composed 
of the Premier and five principal sec- 
retaries of state—the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer and the foreign, co- 
lonial, naval and military ministers. 

The constitution of this committec, 


hewever, varies slightly from time to 
time, and is never quite the same in 
any two ministries. It is this “inner 
council” that it responsible for the 
whole of the legislative and adminis- 
trative program of the Government, 
though, of course, the sanction and 
approval of the remainder of the Cab- 
inet is obtained before any Govern- 
ment bills are presented to Parlia- 
ment, or any important fiscal or other 
changes in national administration 
are introduced. 

It is the retiring Premier who indi- 
cates to the sovereign for whom he 
shall send and request to form a 
Government in his place. Strictly 
speaking, the King could send for 
any one of his subjects he pleased, 
whether he be a member of Parlia- 
ment or not, and intrust to him the 
task of forming a Cabinet, but this 
course has never been taken, since ite 
adoption would mean a very serious 
conflict between the throne and Par- 
liament. This practice of the Prime 


Minister naming bis successor is one 


that is always followed, whether the 
Government is anxious to resign of- 
fice entirely or it is only the Premier 
who is relinquishing his position. 
Supposing, for example, the Goy- 
ernment h’. been ..eated in the 
House of ‘(ommons 04a, say, the edu- 
cation bi.l, and it was clearly annar- 
ent thut it no longer enjoyec «no 
eonfic nee of the country or the 
Hou « of Commons, Sir He ivy * yp.

had the majority in the House of 
Commons. If the Conservatives had 
won the day, the King would have 
sent for Mr. Balfour again and asked 
him either to resume the reins of of- 
fice or to indicate some member of 
his party who would. 

Though holding the chief position 
under the crown, and ranking as first 
Minister of the Empire, the Premier 
stands behind the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury, the Lord High Chancellor 
and the Archbishop of York in that 
strict table of precedency under 
which great ceremonials of state or 
organized, and it is only within the 
past couple of years or so. that any 
special precedence has been granted 
to the Prime Minister at all. 

This was demonstrated at the coro- 
nation of King Edward, when the late 
Marquis of Salisbury, then Prime 
Minister, was found by the authort- 
tles to have no special place in the 
royal procession assigned to him, 
and the difficulty was surmounted by 
appointing him to carry the great 
sword of state immediately in front 
of the King 

Stranger sill, the office of Prime 
Minister is ‘he only one in the Gov- 
erpment that carries with it no sal- 
ary, and under these circumstance- 
there is no necersity, therefore, for 
one who succeeds to this office to 
seek re-election to Pa*iament, since

crown.” It is always usual. however, 
for the Premier to hold some other 
appointment as well, for which, of 


course, he receives the cus , 
ary of a first-class member the

The late 
Lord Salisbury, however, for many 
vears doubled the office of 
Minister with that of Secretary 
State for Foreign Affairs.

AS the death of Mrs. Mary Liv-

Upon the ultimate answer to these 
questions depends the fate of Charles 
Livering, husband of the dead woman, 
now under a life sentence for her 
murder.

What she told the policeman seemed 
to corroborate his worst suspicions 
and that same day Livering ‘was 
placed under arrest, charged with the 
murder of his wife. 

He was indicted by the grand jury 
at Louisville and the case went to 
trial recently. The whole State of 
Kentucky was shocked by the testi- 
mony in that trial. 

Anna Gray and her husband, Lou 
Gray, were the principal witnesseg 
for the prosecution. It was a grew- 
some tale they told, one that makes 
my flesh creep and my heart grow 
sick with horror.

But, if the evidence upon which 
Charles Livering was convicted be 
true, he was a man too practical to 
waste time and half dollars visiting 
Clairvoyants. He kept his eye on 
his wife and observed that she was 
in robust health, not likely to die 
soon, unless, maybe, a railroad en- 
gine or a big automobile should run 
into her—or, that he should take a 
hand and assist nature. 

Indeed, Mrs. Gray testified that 
Livering frequently urged his wife to 
commit suicide, once even taking 
her out in a boat and argu'ng with 
her that she jump into the river and 
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drown herself. But she was obstinate 
and refused. 

“I have heard him say,” testified 
Mrs. Gray, “in conversations with his 
wife, “Why don’t you go ahead and 
kill yourself like you: promised.’”’ 

Livering sought to destroy the ef- 
fect of that testimony by bringing 
witnesses who swore that Mrs. Liv- 
ering frequently ‘had threatened to 
commit suicide. Livering and others 
swore that the woman was addicted 
to the use of morphine and whisky, 
and that, after partaking of these in 
large quantities, she would be de- 
spondent and express a desire to die. 

Mrs. Gray replied to that evidence 
by saying, however, that Mrs. Liv- 
ering never took drugs or whisky 
except when repeatedly urged to do so 
by her husband. The witness also 
said Mrs. Livering was of a cheerful, 
self-reliant disposition, and not mor- 
bid or despondent. 

And here arose the question of 
whether or not Mrs. Livering did 
commit suicide. For alongside her 
body when it was found was a note, 
in her own handwriting, in which she 
declared herself to be weary of life 
and prepared to die by her own 
hand. The letter also stated her de- 
sire to be that her husband should in- 
herit all her property. 


Mrs. Gray swore that “suicide note” 
was a fraud and a fake, obtained by 
Livering through the faith and trust 
reposed in him by his wife. Accord- 
ing to the evidence Livering persuad- 
ed his wife to write that note a month 
before her death on the plea that 
they would “play a joke” on a rela- 
tive with whom there had been a 
quarrel. 

‘He put the note in his pocket and 
I didn’t see it any more until after 
Mrs. Livering was dead,” said Mrs. 
Gray, “but I knew in what manner 
it was to be used.” 

Then Mrs: Gray told of how the 
suicide was arranged, how cunning- 
ly, how cruelly, how pitilessly—and 
how clumsily and carelessly. She said 
the poison was pestled at her house. 
It was a mixture of soot and flour 
and strychnine, she said, which was 
pushed into capsules with a big nail. 

She swore there was an evil look on 
the face of Charles Livering as he 
prepared that deadly prescription. I 
can picture Im my own fancy just 
what the look of a man must have 
been .who had fn his heart tne hate, 
the lust, the wanton desire for human 
life that she charges to the man 
against whom sne testified. 


‘*He Left Some Capsules’’ 


Mrs. Gray said he muttered im- 
precations against his wife as he 
rammed home the potson in the cap- 
sules, remarking the while that he 
“guessed these would fix her.” Then 
he went away to feed the deadly stuff 
to the doomed woman, said the wit- 
ness, but, in his haste, he left some 
of the capsules behind. 

There was a dramatic incident at 
that juncture of the trial. The wom- 
an in the witness chair opened her 
purse, saying: “Here are the cap- 
sules he left behind,” and she held 
them up 80 all could see. 

Mrs. Livering was-told that the 
pills were a tonic. She was not feel- 
ing well. The evening before her 
death Mrs. Gray called on her. 

“Didn’t you warn her?’ asked the 
attorneys for the defense. 

“Yes,” said Mrs. Gray, “but I didn’t 
tell her there was poison in the cap- 
sules. I didn’t dare to. Mr. Liver- 
ing had threatened to kill me and 
comimrf suicide if I told on him. 

Liverilug was not at home the night 
his wife took the tonic. He came by 
the Gray home the next morning and 
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asked if his wife had been there. He 
was informed she had not. 

“Well,” gaid he, according to Mrs. 
Gray, “I guess she’s a dead one by 
this time.”’ 

And not long afterwards they re- 
ceived a message from him that his 
prediction had been verified. 

Mrs, Gray said that after the wom- 
an’s death Livering called on her and 
had her taken to the country for two 
weeks “to get over the excitement.” 

“Then he put us into a house he 
owned,” she said, “and told me and 
my husband we couid live in the 
house always at his expense. He 
said, too, that everything he owned 
should belong to him, his sister and 
to me for the rest of his life.” 

But finally, she said, in spite of her 
fear of Livering—and she declared 
she held him in dread—and in spite of 
the bribery he offered, she could re- 
strain her conscience no longer and 
told the police what she knew. She 
made all these admissions calmly and 
in a steady voice. 

Her husband's testimony also was 
sensational in the extreme. He swore 
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Livering brought him a blank sheet 
of paper, that is, blank with the ex- 
ception of Mrs. Livering’s name 
signed at the bottom of it, and on that 
paper he (Lou Gray) wrote a fraud- 
ulent “will” and he and Mrs. Gray 
signed it as witnesses. 

By the terms of that “will” Liv- 
ering was to be the sole heir of ais 
wife. After her “suicide” an attempt 
was made to probate the will in Shel- 
by County, where the real estate was 
situated, but the probate was denied 
on the plea, offered by Mrs. Livering’s 
relatives, that the document was 
fraudulent. 

Gray swore Livering had told him 
Mrs. Livering’s signature was ob- 
tained on blank paper by causing her 
to believe a lease was to be made 
out. Gray admitted without hesita- 
tion that* he had perjured himself in 
the Shelby County will litigation, in 
which he had testified to having seen 
Mrs. Livering sign the document. 

Gray made a bitter denunciation of 
Livering from the witness stand and, 
refusing to keep silence at the Judge's 
command, he was fined for contempt

of Court and sent to Jail. ve dé 

The jury was agreed as to the guilt 
of Livering and would have fixed his 
punishment at death had not the 
principal evidence against him been 
the testimony of accomplices... So the 
penalty was made life impris®nment. 
Livering accepted the verdict as 
calmly as he would have had the 
whole affair been some mint vil 
suit. 

Such is the Livering case, which 
harks back several centuries to the 
old days in Italy when the art#of 
gentlemanly poisoning to get rid*of 
wives and rich relatives was a je- 
spectable and popular pastime. 

Is Livering guilty? A jury 
nounced him so. If he is, I say it 
were better for him that he never had 
been born. If he is not, then surely

OLDING his wooded throne on 
Rattlesnake Bluff, near Carmi, 
Ill., and defying the efforts of 
his enemies to destroy him, “Big 
Jim,” the monster snake of the Little 
Wabash, has this summer had unin- 
terrupted sway in his dominion. 
Never in all his reign. dia King 
les rule with more cruel im- 
rialism and arrogance than does the 
. big king snake that basks in the sum- 
mer sunlight 12 miles north of Carmi. 
| For over twenty-five years “Big 
Jim” has been the terror of the Wa- 
besh. Every known method of ex- 
termination has been tried, but in 
vain. 

The @nake bears a life that is scem- 
ingly charmed, for none of his ene- 
mies Rave been able to conquer him 
and none have caused him to retreat 
from his lair. Old legends of a quar- 
ter of a century ago tell of the snake. 
Mothers today have no trouble keep- 
ing their youngsters in at night when 
they tel! them of the terrible raids of 
“B im” and his special fondness 
for litfle children. 

In the early eighties the big snake 
was first seen. It was then that his 
reign of terror began, although for 
years before it had been known to 
farmers in the northern part of the 
county that a huge serpent inhabited 
that pection of the Skillet Fork bot- 
toms, which was thickly dotted with 
epure of ragged, gnarled timber bluffs. 

n the h'gh waters crowded rab- 
bits and small game to the bluffs, 
they were noticed to disappear in a 
few days, and farmers began to won- 
der if the hawks and eagles that 
abounded in those days carried off 
the game.

One night 
late in April a heavy rain came up 
as the crew were “planking” the raft 
and getting ready to start. The show- 
er was one typical of tue month, and 
the men, to escape it, rowed to shore. 
A large bluff that overhung the riv- 
er seemed to offer the best protection 
and the men, dripping wet, hurried to 
its ledges. 

The rain kept up for hours and 
darkness soon caused the men to

houses and others got in their boats 
and rowed down to Carmi, but over 
a score of Capt. Ballard’s crew stayed 
with him. In the crowd was Jim, a 
big, husky negro. Jim was orderea 
to get some firewood. He grumbled, 
but cautiously climbed up the em- 
bankment. 

With a whoop the burly negro came 
rushing down the bluff, screaming 
hysterically and warning the crew to 
flee for their lives. It was with dif- 
ficulty he was quieted, and it was not 
until over a quart of Whisky had 
found its way down the throat of the 
big darky, that he told his story. 

“For the lub of yo’ life, boss,” he 
cried, “do leave this tarnal hanted 
place at once. I done seed the big- 
gest demon the imps of hell has let 
loose up on dat rock,” he continued, 
as he pointed towards the top of the 
bluff, “and he’s done got a tai) as 
long a8 a maple sapling, boss.”

Capt. Bal- 
lard and a few of the older river men 
prepared to ascend the bluff, when a 
loud rattling was heard. The men 
knew the meaning of the sound, and 
a hasty retreat was made. Then a 
thousand rattics seemed suddenly to 
resound, and consternation seized the 
crew.

It was not un- 
til the other bank of the river was 
reached that the spirits of the men 
brightened. 

The roar of the snakes kept up all

He seemed to be king of the troop 
and all the snakes apparently obeved 
him. The next morning not a sna‘e 
could be seen. They had disappeared 
as mysteriously as they came. 

Not a negro was found by Capt. 
Ballard next morning, and the other 
men were so worn out that it was 
agreed that all would row down to 
Carmi and lay off for a few days. 
All the negroes were found hanging 
around the saloons save “Big Jim.” 
Hig disappearance was taken as a 
warning by the other negroes, and 
not one of them would go back up- 
stream with the loggers. Although the 
price of their work was doubled, they 
could not be tempted, and in want of 
sufficient white help the log industry 
was paralyzed. 

A hunt was made for the Kissing 
negro, and @ man was sent to Shaw- 
neetown to find him. The quest was 
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in vain. The story got into a Cin- 
cinnati paper and every negro on the 
Ohio and Wabash rivers got hold of 
it And the strangest of all was that 
“Big Jim’’ was never found. Whether 
fright from seeing the huge rattler 
caused him to take cramp and 
drown, or whether he went far away 
and never made known his new 
home are mysteries in the case that 
have never been solved and probably 
never will be. Anyway, the negroes 
said the snake was a murderer and 
that he killed “Big Jim.” 

The log business upstream was 
ruined for want of help, and the older 
negroes to this day refuse to go above 
the dam in the Little Wabash River. 


The cuttings of timber made during 


the past winter are the direct fruits of 
the rattler’s warn'ng in 1881. 

Stories of the rattler’s incursions 
into poultry yards began to float 
ehout. It was in the following sum- 
mer that he was found in the chick- 
en yard of a farmer near the bluff. 
The finest Plymouth Rock rooster in 
the yard stood as if transfixed, as 
the big snake kept its eye on the 
bird. 

The farmer ran for hfs shotgun and 
emptied it at the snake. It disap- 
peared in a cloud of smoke and the 
rooster was never afterwards the 









































same bird. Several cattle and some 
hogs were bitten by the snake during 
the summer and his fame grew. 

It was not until late in the fall that 
he was dubbed “big Jim.” Sheriff 
Lee L, Staley and a crowd of hunters 


were up the river killing turkey and: 


squirrels when they saw the snake 
sunning. All shot at him, but he 
raced away unhurt. The hunters, in 
memory of his combat with tue negro, 
called him “Big Jim,” and he has 
since gone by that name. 

The next spring the snake was first 
heard of near a country schoolhouse 
about four miles from the bluff. One 
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day at noon he was seen near the 
schoolhouse and the teachers and stu- 
dents ran for the house and locked 
the door and pulled the wooden 
blinds to. They stayed there until 
night, when the children’s parents 
began to come to see what the trouble 
was.

ROF SARRON, a Flemish musi- 
P cian, declares that he has found 
out what Schopenhauer and 
Spencer practically gave up as being 
in their day, at least, a well-nigh 
hopeless puzzle for philosophers to 
account for, namely, the essential na- 
ture of music, how it affects the body, 
and through the body the soul. Sar- 
ron has the gourage of his convic- 
tions, as his Theory will show. Here 
it is: 

The normally constituted sentient 
being has in his ear what are known 
as the 3000 fibers of Corti, each of 
which is capable of responding to, on 
the average, some twenty-five differ- 
ent degrees of sound. The fibers of 
all persons are not equally responsive, 
however. In some they are, except in 
the case of those fibers which respond 
te common sounds like noise or nat- 


ural notes, of 80 primitive a kind as 
to be torpid. In others they are so 
highly developed as to be acute to 
al) prossible variations of a sound or 
series of sounds.

Capt. Ed Ballard was bunching a 
raft of logs, preparing to float down 
to Shawneetown and sel] them to log- 
gers on the Ohio River. One night 
late in April a heavy rain came up 
as the crew were “planking” the raft 
and getting ready to start. The show- 
er was one typical of tue month, and 
the men, to escape it, rowed to shore. 
A large bluff that overhung the riv- 
er seemed to offer the best protection 
and the men, dripping wet, hurried to 
its ledges. 

The rain kept up for hours and 
darkness soon caused the men to

a score of Capt. Ballard’s crew stayed 
with him, In the crowd was Jim, a 
big, husky negro.

With a whoop the burly negro came 
rushing down the bluff, screaming 
hysterically and warning the crew to 
flee for their lives. It was with dif- 
ficulty he was quieted, and it was not 
until over a quart of Whisky had 
found its way down the throat of the 
big darky, that he told his story.

Jim” was seen to pause, but it was 
only a minute, and then again he 
screamed. But this time it was a 
wild, suppressed scream. 

Letting all holds loose, the negro 
fell to the bottom of the bluff and 
splashed ‘nto the river. Capt. Bal- 
lard and a few of the older river men 
prepared to ascend the bluff, when a 
loud rattling was heard. The men 
knew the. meaning of the sound, and 
a hasty retreat was made. Then a 
thousand rattles seemed suddenly to 
resound, and consternation seized the 
crew. Capt. Ballard attempted to 
quiet his men by telling them that 
rattlesnakes never voluntarily took 
to water and that they were te poor- 
est kind of swimmers. It was not un- 
til the other bank of the river was 
reached that the spirits of the men 
brightened. 

The roar of the snakes kept up all 
night, but above all could be heard 
the loud, commanding rattle of the 


monster that had been seen by log- 
gers at different times on the bluffs. 
He seemed to be king of the troop 
and all the snakes apparently obeyed 
him. The next morning not a snat*e 
could be seen. They had disappeared 
as mysteriously as they came. 

Not a negro was found by Capt. 
Bellard next morning, and the other 
men were so worn out that it was 
agreed that all would row down to 
Carmi and lay off for a few days. 
All the negroes were found hanging 
around the saloons save “Big Jim.” 
Hig disappearance was taken as a 
warning by the other negroes, and 


‘not one of them would go back up- 


stream with the loggers. Although the 
price of their work was doubled, they 
could not be tempted, and in want of 
sufficient white help the log industry 
was paralyzed. 

A hunt was made for the hissing 
negro, and @ Man was sent to Shaw- 
neetown to find him. The quest was 
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in vain. The story got into a Cin- 
cinnati paper and every negro on the 
Ohio and Wabash rivers got hold of 
it And the strangest of all was that 
“Big Jim” was never found. Whether 
fright from seeing the huge rattler 
caused him to take cramp and 
drown, or whether he went far away 
and never made known his new 
home are mysteries in the case that 
have never been solved and probably 
never will be, Anyway, the negroes 
said the snake was a murderer and 
that he killed “Big Jim.” 

The log business upstream was 
ruined for want of help, and the older 
negroes to this day refuse to go above 
the dam in the Little Wabash River.

The cuttings of timber made during 


the past winter are the direct fruits of 
the rattler’s warn'ng in 1881. 

Stories of the rattler’s incursions 
into poultry yards began to float 
ehout. It was in the following sum- 
mer that he was found in the chick- 
en yard of a farmer near the bluff. 
The finest Plymouth Rock rooster in 
the yard stood as if transfixed, as 
the big snake kept its eye on the 
bird. 

The farmer ran for hfs shotgun and 
emptied it at the snake. It disap- 
peared in a cloud of smoke and the 
rooster was never afterwards the 





same bird. Several cattle and some 
hogs were bitten by the snake during 
the summer and his fame grew. 

It was not until late in the fal] that 
he was dubbed “big Jim.” Sheriff 
Lee L, Staley and a crowd of hunters 


were up the river killing turkey anq: 


squirrels when they saw the snake 
sunning. All shot at him, but he 
raced away unhurt. The hunters, in 
memory of his combat with tue negro, 
called him “Big Jim,” and he has 
since gone by that name. 

The next spring the snake wag first 
heard of near a country schoolhouse 
about four miles from the bluff. One

day at noon he was seen near the 
schoolhouse and the teachers and stu- 
dents ran for the house and locked 
the door and the wooden 
blinds to. They stayed there until 
night, when the children’s parents 
began to come to see what tne trouble 
was.

The school was dismissed for the rest 
of the year.

HE veil of mystery is now being 

T lifted from the “Secret Room” 
of the Gunness house. Numer- 

ous strange finds among the ashes of 
that grizzly dwelling, it is believed, 
will enable the detectives at work on 
the case to “reconstruct” that cham- 


ber as scientists “reconstruct” some 


long-extinct animal from a fossi 1em- 
nant found imbedded deep in the 
rocks of ages. 

Strange surgical instruments of 
known and unknown make, queer 
knives with razor-like edges and all 
sorts of peculiar articles are being 
found. And.this has led to the theory 
that the “Secret Room” was a sort of 
finishing department in the murder 
factory, the place where each “job 
was polished off, as it were, and given 
the final touches, which consisted of 
complete dismemberment of the 
corpse and preparation for burial of 
the pieces. 

No phase of the Gunness estab- 
lishment has been invested with such 
romance, eerie and weird, as that 
“Secret Room.” Everyone who knew 
of the house at all knew of the per- 
petually closed chamber—the apart- 
ment no eyes save those of the dread- 
ful mistress herself ever looked into. 
But nobody knew why the door was 
ever closed, why the apartment was 
a “Secret Room.” 

And that fact constitutes the value 
of the finds now being made. They 
seem to reveal, little by little, the 
ghastly secret, and the mental concep- 
tion of that room, built up by spec- 
ulation and analysis of the meaning 
of what has been picked up in the 
ashes, is a thing to cause a shudder 
to seize the very hardiest. 





The fact that a human being could 
deliberately muder a large number 
of other human beings for money was 
not so astonishing. That has been 
done before, though not on so great 
a scale as Mis. Gunness conducted 
her business. 

That which invested the whole en- 
terprise of this somber female fiend 
with atmosphere altogether un- 
earthly Was the manner in which she 
treated and disposed of the bodies 
after she had committed the murders. 
In that process was revealed a de- 
generacy, a cold cruelty, a calm dis- 
regard of everything human or di- 
vine that the minds of normal persons 
ean hardly grasp or conceive to exist. 

It wag suspected from the first that 
the “Secret Room’’ had to do with 
this revelation of depravity the like 
of which the world had never known 
before. But that was a suspicion 
only. Now, it would seem, the ashes 
have given up evidence in positive 
verification of that suspicion. 

The world is full cf ‘Secret 
Rooms.” Probably tuere are “Secret 
Rooms” right here in St. Louis Per- 
haps some of their secrets would 
make the flesh creep and the hair 
stand on end. Perhaps in some of 
them there are skeletons and s*ulls, 
whose hollow eyes have looked upon 
things too dreadful to tell. 

There are “Secret Rooms” in every 
ecity, rooms a «Knowledge of which 
might send men or women, now high- 
ly respected, to the Penitentiary for 
life, or, maybe, to the gallows. But 
all “Secret Rooms” do not conceal 
crimes. Some hide merely scandals 
and those heartaches we call family 
“skeletons in the closet.”

But the “Secret Room” of the Gun- 
ness house hid things the lixe of 
which no other chamber of the kind 
ever }new. It was steeped in hor- 
ror, dyed in bicod and chilled by 
cruelty. Ghosts dwelt in that apart- 
ment, a throng of them, but the iron 
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Hired man’s room.

A remarkable and significant fact 
concerning all bodies unea: ‘hed at the 
Gunness farm was this, that ther had 
been cut to pieces by someone s Illed 
in the wart of dissection and pcs- 
sess'ng a profound knowledge of hu- 
man anatomy. The dismemberment 
of those corpses showed beyond all 
doubt that they had been operated 
upon by one whose hand long had 
been accustomed to cutting up human 
flesh and bone. 


Skillful Surgery Shown. 


The joints were severed with a dex- 
terity that would have done credit 
to a surgeon. Each bone was taken 
from its soc’ et with nicety and pre- 
cision. Nobody could have done such 
skillful work without the possession 
of the finest inet uments. 

And there must have been some 
place where this work was done. It 
was not performed in the living 
rooms, neither in the barns nor out- 

dings. It must have been per- 
formed in the “Secret Room” and 
the “Secret Room” must have been 
admirably equipped for the work. 

Mrs. Gunness, it is bel'eved, was 
thoroughly informed upon the subject 
of surgical asepsis. She was too 
peed a student of anatom) — —_ 
0 to take any chances nfec- 
tion. Therefore, the “Secret Room” 
contained, it is believed, apparatus for 
perfect sterilization. 

In short, the chamber had the ap- 
pearance, to a great extent, of an op- 
erating room. The instruments are 
thorrht to bave been a*ianced in an 
o.deily manner, with the sierilizing 


tank close by. They shone with the 
radiance of highly polished steel and 
presented the immaculate appearance 
of an instrument case in a surgeon’s 
office. Probably, also, there were 
vials ‘of disinfectant for use in 
cleansing the hands of the dextrous 
dissector. And perhaps, for this pur- 
pose, the metallic wash basins found 
in the ruins stood about the room. 

Any surgeon would recognize at 
once that, unless the most modern 
aseptic apparatus was at hand the 
terrible frequency with which cadav- 
ere were cut up in that secret cham- 
ber would have been attended by dis- 
ease. Mrs. Gunness, so shrewd in all 
things else, is believed to have fo-e- 
stalled, by cleanliness and care, any 
such catastrophe. 

The surgical instruments found in 
the ashes enable us to compiehend 
one phase of the appearance of the 
“Secret Room,” namely, i.s lixeness 
to an operating room. This resem- 
blance is thought to have been car- 
ried to the extent of an operating 
table upon which the bodies rested 
while subjected to the sharp tools of 
the archmurderess. However, no 
traces of such an object has been 
found in the ruins, and quite natural- 
ly, for it probably was consumed ip 
the fire. 


And then, having pictured that 


. phase of the room, it is easy to con- 


jure up in the mind a picture of Mrs. 
Gunness at work in the chamber of 
mystery. She was a big, broad- 
shouldered, muscular woman, who 
dressed plainly. When in the “op- 
erating room” it is believed she wore 
a surgeon’s apron to protect her 
clothing. 

Downstairs in the basement was the 
“Icebox.” After the body which she 
desired to dismember had been placed 
on the table, she went to work. No- 
body saw her unlocking the instru- 
ment case, taking therefrom the cruel- 
looking knives and saws,, and, after 
stripping the corpse, beginning her 
work. 

Then she must have been in her 
element. She is thought to have rev- 
eled in adding more greenbacks to 
the fat roll of thousands she wore in 
her belt. But these joys were noth- 
ing, it is believed to the delight she 
tooa in cuttifig up a body. 


She Reveled in Death. 


There is no other explanation of 
her maltreatment of the corpses of 
those she killed. There was no ap- 
parent purpose to be served. It was 
simply the fiend gorging herself witu 
the greaiest and most ex‘%uisite joy 
her distorted soul was capable of 
feeling. 

After she hed finished her work, 
the remnants were placed in a sack 
and carried, with the lamp that had 
lighted her work, for burial in the 
barnyard, after which she retired for 
her morning nap. 

But there were other things in the 
“Secret Room” besides the surgical 
instruments and paraphernalia of the 
operaiing room. There were, it is 
thought, wardrobes and chests where- 
in were lept the raiment stripped 
from the bodies of murdered men. 

Perhaps the clothes were folded 
nicely, arranged in piles, each pile 
belonging to one individual. She 
knew them withcut labeling them. 
for thouzh her victims had been 
Jumerous she had a marvelous fac- 
ilty for carrying great masses of in- 
‘ormation relative to details in her 
1er d., 

The clothes presses and the surgi- 
‘al apparatus, with some simple:fu~- 
iiture, such as stout chairs and the 
‘ise, evicently completed the fur- 
nishings of the “Secret Room.”’ 


Servants Were Terrorized. 


Such, then, as near as can be pic- 
ured from the known facts and the 
objec's found, was the celebrated 
“Secret Room,” that ever-locked, 
ever-silent chamber, which none 
dared to go near, which even the 
servants in the house had not the 
courage to approach, much less to 
try the door to see if it were locked. 
But this was not because anybody 
suspected the uses for which the 
apartment was reserved. It was be- 
cause of the uncanny terror inspired 
by Mrs. Gunnees in the hearts of all 
who approached her, whenever ii 
suited her purpose to inspire such 
terror. 

But there were other secret rooms 
in that house. There was tne “‘Ice- 
box.” That was a small apartment in 
the basement, which. like the “Secret 
a.com" on ‘he second floor, was per- 
petually closed and locked. It is gen- 
erally bel’eved, by those wno have 
given the closest study to tne Gun- 
ness casc, that the basement cham- 
ber was exactly what its name indi- 
cated—an icebox. 

It is conceded that there the bodies 
were kept, preserved by refrigera- 
tion, until the time arrived when it 
snited the murderess to indulge her 
faney for dissection. After the dis- 
sec jon had been accomplished, the 
bo.jes were placed in the “ice box” 
until buried. 


One More Secret Room. 


But there was one more secret 
room--a secret room that, with the 
great “Secret Room” and the “Ice- 
box” constituted a trinity of cham- 
bers of unearthly mystery. 

This third place of secrecy was the 
room occupied by the men who came 
awooing Mrs. Gunness. It was the 
scene of the murders, the grewsome 
stage upon which the grim finale of 
each tiagedy was enacted. 

In appearance it was like the other 
sleeping rooms. The door was not 
kept locked, and many persons who 
knew the house have seen the in- 
terior of that room. By daylight it 
was apparenily an open book, but in 
the night, veiled by darkness, it be- 
e-me & secret room. It was here 
that George Anderson of Tarkio, Mo., 
wo«e up and saw Mrs, Gunness stand- 
ing over him. 

Possibly there were all sorts of 
hiding pieces in that chamber where 
Mrs. Gunness could conceal herself 
if about to be detected, or where she 
could wait, with her hard, cold eyes 
fixed on the doomed guest, until the 
pror’tious moment arrived. And thus 
'¢ ecme about that that chamber, too, 
hed blood-eurdling things to ‘ell, 
could the dumb, inanimate objects 
with which it was furnished have put 
into speech what ther had witnessed. 

It is possible that, forever and for- 
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ever, there will be mysteries con- 
ne*ted with the Gunness house that 
ncne ever can unravel. Eut this 
much is certain: little by little study 
and search, in view of the coming 
trial, are revealing the mysteries of 
the three secret chambers in the 
House of Death. And perhaps the 
day may come when a descripiion of 
these three apartmen‘’s may be made 
as accurately as though one actually 
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had looked into each one of them at 
the most interes‘ing momenta and 
made careful note of all that was to 
seen.

Miguel R. Davila; commander of the revolution- 
ary forces in that uprising, was made Pres‘dent 
of the Republic at that time. 

Upon his release from prison, Gen. Chrisimas 
returned to Memphis, where he remained two 
months with his family, until he h-d fully recov- 


ered from his wound. Then he returned to Cen-. 


tral America. 

During his stay in Memphis Gen. Christmas de- 
clared that while the Davila faction was in pow- 
er temporarily, the followers of the exiled Presi- 
dent Bonilla were not disheartened. 

Since his return to Central America there have 
been frequent reports that Gen. Christmas was 


organizing a revolt in Honduras and on one occa- 
sion, six months ago, the United States gunboat 
Marietta was dispatched to the scene to investi-

rebellion. 

Ten days ago, however, meager dispatches told 
of the beginning of a revolution in Honduras 
and alieady, under the leadership of the Ameri- 
can General, the rebels have captured two of the 
principal cities of the Republic.
